ENGLAND TO HAVE PREFERENCE. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 18.—[ Special. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier and the other Canadian 
representatives have started their negotia- 
tions in a singular manner. Before finding 
out what this country had to say or was 
' willing to do the Canadians have delivered 

an ultimatum which is declared to be of 
such character as to almost destroy all hope 
of reaching an agreement. 

Secretary Sherman has been informed in 
o many words by the Canadian representa- 
tives that under no circumstances will they 
treat the seal question on its merits or alone. 
They have given notice that “‘ no settlement 
of the seal question can be made without at 
the same time settling other irritating ques- 
tion, such as the alien labor law, the dis- 
puted fisheries on the lakes and the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence, and the adjustment of duties 
on coal, lumber, fish, barley, hay, eggs, 
potatoes, and similar products.“

VIEWS AS TO THE BANKS. 


New York, Nov. 18.—[{Spectal.]—President 
George G. Williams of the Chemica! Nation- 
al Bank of this city is among the financiers 
who have responded to the recent circular 
of the Monetary commission now sitting in 
Washington, in which thirty-five questions, 
framed by ex-Senator Edmunds of Vermont, 
were asked of experienced men regarding 
the reform of the currency. 

Mr. Williams’ reply is as follows: 

First That a declaratory act be passed 
by Congress making the word ‘ coin’ in all 
United States bonds to mean gold, or what 
is preferable, making a new issue of 2% per 
cent bonds, payable in gold, into which all 
the issues of United States bonds may be 
roerged; these bonds to be receivable as 
security at par for national bank notes, 
which notes it should be obligatory on the 
banks to redeem at all times in gold. 


United States Legal Tenders. 

* Second—It seems imperative that all the 
United States legal tender notes should be 
got out of the way in due time, and I would 
suggest the following plan—viz.: 

. Immediate cancelation or conver- 
sion into the new 2% per cent bonds of $46,- 
000,000 of the present legal tenders. 

„(B). The issue of $200,000,000 of bonds 
interchangeable into legal tender notes at 
any time, with Interest at 1 per cent per

Boston, Mass., Nov. 13 13.—[{Specital. — 
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enough, the Canadians have formally notl- 
fied the State department that under no 
circumstances will any reciprocity treaties 
‘with the United States be negotiated which 
eonfiict with the clause in the Canadian 
tariff giving preferences to Great Britain. 
In other words, the Canadians say they will 
negotiate treaties with the United States 
which will put Canada in the most 
favored nation category in this country, 
but will under no circumstances allow this 
country to compete with Great Britain for 
the Canadian market. 

The position thus far taken by the Cana- 
dians is said to be such as to prove very 
irritating to Americans. They will not at 
present discuss the seal question at all, ex- 
cept as to its scientific aspects, and ap- 
parently have become impressed with the 
idea that this country is so anxious to settle 
the seal question as to pay almost any price 
for it. It is generally understood here that 
the Canadians have opened the negotiations 
‘with such a pronounced case of bluff and 
bluster as to make it exceedingly doubtful 
whether anything can be accomplished. 
The Yankée diplomats are already begin- 
hing to say that the Canadians were in- 
vited here to discuss the sealing question 
and have started in by saying that the very 

_@uestion they were asked to settle must be 
' §gnored or kept in the background until half 
a dozen other questions are settled. Cana- 
dian reciprocity can be accomplished only 
by general treaty, ratified by the Senate. 
It is said at the State department that the 
ultimatum of the Canadians that the prefer- 
ence to Great Britain will be retained means 
that the Senate would surely reject any such 
treaty, even if the President could be in- 
duced to sign it. 

It is openly stated at the State depart- 
ment that unless the Canadians back down 
from their present position the present con- 
ference will be entirely barren of results 
except to show that Canada can be brought 
to terms only by a vigorous commercial 
Warfare. Some of the President’s closest 
advisers believe in keeping a high tariff wall 
between this country and Canada, and claim 
that their course is being fully justified by 
the attitude of the Canadian commissioners.

STEVE ROWAN IS A SERGEANT. 


Big Policeman in Mayor Harrison’s 
Office Promoted After Twenty- 
four Years’ Service. 


Patrolman Steve Rowan was last evening 
promoted to be Patrol Sergeant and as- 
signed to the Canalport Avenue Station. 
He will assume his new duties this morning. 

„It is the policy of this administration to 
promote old and tried offlcers, explained 
Superintendent Kipley when speaking of the 
matter, and Steve Rowan is in line.

after one year, at the discretion of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, in amounts not to 
exceed $50,000,000 annually, into 2% per 
cent bonds. : 

“Third—The remaining $100,000,000 of le- 
gal tender notes to remain in circulation, 
against which $100,000,000 of gold should 
be retained in the Treasury as security for 
their redemption, and also as security for 
the maintenance of the parity of the silver 
circulation of all kinds with gold, which 
should be maintained under all circum- 
stances; and as additional security for this 
I would suggest that authority be given the 
Secretary of the Treasury to issue 3200, 
000,000 of exchequer bills for use as may 
be needed to secure this parity, and also to 
meet any unforeseen emergency of the 
Treasury. 

Tax on Circulation. 

** Fourth—The tax on national bank circu- 
lation should be reduced to one-quarter of 1 
per cent, or merely enough to pay the ex- 
penses of the government in maintaining it. 

„ Fifth—No national bank notes should 
de issued unless fully covered by United 
States 2% per cent bonds, which, as above 
stated, should be received at par for na- 
tional bank circulation. I am entirely con- 
fident that such circulation, authorized at 
par on a 2% per cent bond and the tax re- 
moved, would take the place without ques- 
tion of the legal tenders which will be 
withdrawn. 

“The silver circulation should be main- 
tained beyond question on a parity with 
gold, but I think it can reliably be counted 
upon that such circulation as now exists 
would give no trouble with the legal ten- 
ders out of the way, and that it would be 
wise to legislate as little as possible for 
the present in regard to silver, leaving the 
question for future legislation, as events 
may from time to time be developed. 

„As for branch banks, I am quite indiffer- 
ent. I see no objection to their being au- 
thorized, say, where the capital of the main 
bank is $1,000,000, that it be allowed ten 
branches; this is one branch for every $100,- 
000 of capital. 

I would further suggest in regard to legis- 
lation as to changes in the national bank act 
that the restriction of 10 per cent of loans to 
the amount of the capital be enlarged so as 
to include 10 per cent of capital and surplus. 

„One further suggestion, and that is, that 
the worthless, dirty nickel coins—a disgrace 
to our circulation—of which $4.41 are worth 
only 82 cents—be withdrawn from circula- 
tion and silver five-cent pieces be substituted 
in their places.“ 


STRENGTH OF WESTERN BANKS 


Money Is Plentiful, Wheat Trade Is 
Favorable, and Eastern Paper 
Is Being Purchased. 


St. Paul, Minn., Nov. 13.—[Special.}]— 
Maurice Auerbach, President of the Union 
Bank, calls attention to the fact that for the 
first time in the history of Western bank- 
ing the institutions of the West are buying 
Hastern paper. The fact, he says, is very 
significant of not only better conditions, but 
a turning in the scale which will place the 
West on a more equal footing with the East. 

Mr. Auerbach believes it will not be long 
before the West will be in a position to re- 
fuse all dictation. One reason given for this 
change is that money is more plentiful in 
the West than in the East. Western banks 
are full of it, and there is not a large local 
demand for it. Another is that cash wheat

New York, Nov. 18.—[Special.]—Forty po- 
licemen suppressed a small-sized riot at the 
Brown-Carlisle football game at the polo 
grounds this afternoon.

The 
men clinched and Hall got Scott by the 
throat. This brought all the others on the 
scene, and hands and fists went slap-bang 
on dusky and pale faces in a general mixup.

Two of the Indians were badly hurt and 
were taken from the grounds to Bellevue 
Hospital in ambulances during the progress 
of the game.

Once more in the same half Yale’s play 
began to come off with regularity, but the 
progress was not long continued, and an- 
other mistake gave Harvard the chance to 
check the advance. 

Probably the partisans of both sides who 
are sufficiently acquainted with the sport to 
realize the significance of the wind believed, 
during the intermission, that the chances 
were in favor of Harvard, but after a mo- 
mentary spurt at the beginning of the half 
Harvard seemed to have shot her bolt, and 
her running game was unable to make any- 
thing like the necessary gains to give them 
much hope of reaching the desired goal. The 
Tale team began to realize that the slower 
movements of the Harvards offered oppor- 
tunities of checking the formidable outside 
runs by reaching them from behind, and 
Yale’s tackles and guards both took ad- 
Vantage of this, especially when Yale was 
hard pushed. It was noticeable that several 
of Harvard’s plays were stopped wirh a 
dreaded loss, which made the necessary 
gain ail the more difficult to secure. 

In the kicking department Yale started 
off badly. Her line let the men on the end 
through, although the first of Chamberlain's 
kicks to be blocked was stopped, owing toa 
poor snap, which put the ball on Chamber- 
lain's left side. In the attempt to bring it 
over to his right side for the kick so much 
time was required that the put was blocked. 

Harvard’s Kicking Improves. 

McBride's punts, too, at this period were 
not up to his standard, and certainly Har- 
vard forced him very closely on several of 
them. Harvard's kicking was considerably 
better in the first than in the second half. 
Two of Harvard's kickouts were extremely 
good when one thinks how fiercely the wind 
was blowing. But in the second half, in 
spite of the wind, Yale was steadily securing 
the advantages of exchanges, in which, by. 
the way, the remarkable running of De Saul- 
les, after securing Harvard's kick, played 
a great part. 

The condition of Harvard's players ap- 
parently counted considerably in the result, 
for their game was nothing like so vigorous 
or effective in the second half. 

Yale, on the contrary, improved the long- 
er they played. Their greenness had worn 
off. They diagnosed the plays much more 
rapidly and threw themselves into the work 
with increasing strength. 

No Yale man left the field from start to 
finish. and there appeared no sign of ex- 
haustion. 

The stars of the Harvard team were Dib- 
blee. Moulton, and Cabot. No appreciable 
gain was ever made by Yale around the ends, 
and Garrison cleverly selected Yale’s weak- 
ness jn the early part of the game and took 
admirable advantage of his knowledgc. 

On the Yale side in the line Chamberlain

Crowd Breaks Record. 


But the crowd was there, and staid there 
in spite of the unexpected chilliness of the 
breeze. An enormous throng of people filled 
the grandstands to bursting and lined up ten 
rows deep all along the edge of the great 
whitewashed field. The spectators stood on 
sawhorses, overturned barrels, and the cov- 
ering of the grandstand. They sat astride of 
fences, peered out of windows, and hung 
on to telegraph poles. Far off in the distance 
—so far that the individuals in the mass were 
scarcely distingufshable—the roofs of over- 
looking buildings were black with people. 
Between 7,000 and 10,000 persons must have 
seen the game, and that number breaks all 
records on Marshall Field. !

MICHIGAN WINS THE DAY. 


Loomis Breaks His Leg and Crip- 
ples Visiting Team. 


ARE BEATEN BV 14 TO 0. 


Detroit, Mich., Nov. 18.—[Special. ]—Crip- 
pied, but not disheartened, the Minnesota 
footbal team bravely met hollow-eyed de- 
feat on the Detroit Athletic club gridiron 
this afternoon. The game was not really 
over until the last half had gone into his- 
tory. The men from the grasshopper coun- 
try would undoubtedly have made things 
sultry for Michigan had not their star punter 
and crack runner Loomis broken a bone in 
his left leg during the first half. That necessi- 
tated a change in the makeup of the visiting 
eleven and threw the bulk of the hard work 
upon the none too broad shoulders of Cap- 
tain Harrison. 

And it came to pass that Michigan won by 
the score of 14 to 0. The contest was a 
beautiful one from a spectator’s standpoint, 
abounding in well executed plays and thrill- 
ing runs around the ends, two of which, 
much to the disgust of the supporters of the 
yellow and blue, were disallowed. The 
Michigan athletes were in much the better 
rhysical condition and in some respects 
outplayed the visitors, although in the sec- 
end half the Gophers managed to hold the 
Wolverines, despite their crippled condl- 
tion, uncomfortably close. 

In the first place a blight fell upon the 
Minnesota team when word was received 
from the faculty that Parsons, a tower of 
strength in center, would not be allowed 
to play. That disarranged the team and 
several shifts were made. 


Loomis Is Disabled. 


Michigan expected to win, and after 
Loomis was carried with a broken leg off the 
field the result was never in doubt. Loomis 
was the star punter of the visitors and was 
also regarded as the best runner and ground 
gainer on the team. When he dropped out 
the bulk of the work devolved upon Harri- 
son, one of the gamest chaps that ever 
slipped into canvas. Toward the close he 
was battered and bruised so hard in the 
wind that he was glad to retire in favor ofa 
fresh man. 

At least 3,000 persons saw the game. 

In the first half Michigan, although slow 
in forming, played a faster game and man- 
aged to score two touchdowns, which came 
as the game was in its dying stages. The 
crippling of Loomis was a hard blow, but 
the visitors played as if their line was intact 
and never knew when they were defeated. 
In the first half Bennett made a grand run 
of something like sixty yards and deposited 
the oval behind the posts. Unfortunately he 
ran out of bounds in his speedy journey and 
the touchdown did not count. And in the 
second half Teetzel made another splendid 
spurt around the enemy’s left end and laid 
the ball down behind the posts. Again Mich- 
igan was penalized, this time for holding 
the ball, Caley being the offender. 


Long Play for a Touchdown. 


The game consisted of two thirty-five-min- 
ute halves, and the first touchdown occupied 
nearly twenty-eight minutes. Hoff missed 
an easy goal. After that Michigan broke 
through the Minesota lines as if they were 
made of paper, and in less than two minutes 
Hogg wriggled over the line with the second 
touchdown. Again an effort was made at 
goal and missed. 

The second half found Minnesota in bettor 
trim. The visitors smothered Michigan’s 
well-meant punts, and held the line against 
heavy odds; It was thirty-three minutes 
before Keena, after a desperate struggle, 
was forced over the line for the third and 
final touchdown. This time the ball was 
shot between the uprights, and the score 
stood 14 to O in favor of the warriors from 
Michigan. 

Story of the Game. 


Michigan won the toss and took the west 
goal, with the sun and wind in Her back. 
Hannan returned Minnesota's kickoff, to the 
center of the field. When the ball was put 
in play Minnesota fumbled and a Michigan 
man fell on it. Michigan tried Minnesota's 
line unsuccessfully and Hannan was forced 
to kick. Minnesota got the ball on her five- 
yard line and carried it back five yards be- 
fore the runner was brought to earth. Min- 
nesota did not attempt to break through 
Michigan’s line, content to punt. The ball 
went out of bounds at Minnesota’s forty- 
yard line and Michigan got it, only to lose it 
for holding. Loomis had his leg broken, 
Harrison taking his place, Gallagher taking 
Harrison’s place on the left end. 

Minnesota’s left half back carried the ball 
fifteen yards. Michigan began to smash at 
Minnesota’s line and Caley and Hogg car- 
ried the leather eight yards. Then Minne- 
sota’s line took a brace; Harrison punted.

Hogg failed on his try 
for goal. The first touchdown was made in 
twenty-eight minutes’ actual play.

Interested in the Preliminaries. 

The preliminaries interested Mr. Plotke 
as much as the preparations of the seconds 
in a boxing match. When the small boys 
appeared with buckets of water and sponges 
he nudged Alderman Walker, who had ac- 
companied him to the game, and whispered:

WORSE THAN "PIGHTING. 


CORBETT SAYS FOOTBALL IS MORE 
BRUTAL THAN PUGILISM. 


Claims That All Games Requiring 
Courage, Strength, and Endurance 
Must Be Rough te a Certain Extent— 
Lots of People, He Adds, Are Always 
Sore on Anything That Seems to Be 
Popular or to Attract Mach Public 
Attention. 


New York, Nov. 18.—[Special.)—In a 
signed statement to a local paper Pugilist 
James J. Corbett declares that football is 
more brutal and dangerous than prize-fight- 


ing. He says: 

„All games that require courage, strength, 
and endurance must be rough to a certain 
extent. You cannot show your power of 
endurance unless those powers are pushed. 
You cannot show your strength unless you 
have a strong man against you. There are 
a lot of people in this world who are always 
sore about anything that seems to be popu- 
lar. Sport that attracts attention because 
it develops and exhibits all the rugged qual- 
ities there are in a man appears to excite 
their special animosity. | 

No use trying to reason with these peo- 
ple. They will not listen to it. They have 
practically stopped boxing contests here- 
abouts. Now they are after football. 

„In comparing football with the form of 
sport with which I have become more or less 
prominently ideritifiead I wish to say that, 
as a mere exhibition of brute force, boxing 
contests cannot even start with football. 
They are not in the same class. 


Would Not Risk It. 

„J have met the bet men that have come 
tnto the prize ring within the last ten years, 
aud I am not afraid to meet them again, but 
all the king’s horses and all the king's men 
could not draw me into a football game. I 
have too much regard for my limbs. I could 
not afford to take the chances. 


prefer to call it, for I never engaged in a 
prize-fight in the literal definition of the 
word—a n has only one opporent to face. 
If he is knocked down and remains down 


beaten. Ten seconds pass very swiftly, yet 
a man who knows his business is knocked 
down a great many times before he remains 
down ten seconds. That of itself shows that 
he cannot be very badly hurt. It is impos- 
sible, as boxing contests are now conducted, 
for a man to be hurt severely. 

“Contrast that with a football game. I 
have seen some of the fairest contests played 
in this country, in which players afterward 
had to be carried off the field. Bearin mind 
J am not arguing against football or any 
rough sport that calls out all the manly 
qualities, 

am simply trying to demonstrate that 
people who favor football and ebject to box- 
ing contests know as little of what they are 
talking about as do people with feeble bodies 
who measure the capabilities of a trained 
athlete with their own limited powers of 
endurance. 


Cruelty of the Spectators. 


In football a man has to face not one but 
a dozen opponents; when he goes down he 
is likely to find fifteen men on top of hiia. 
He can't cry ‘enough’ and get to his feet. 
There is no referee to stand over him and 
protect him. No one knows how badly he 
is hurt until the fifteen get off him and he 
tries to rise to his feet. Nothing of that 
kind in the prize ring. 

“I have. stood in the grandstand at the 
pelo grounds and seen men and women who 
hold up their hands in horror at the mere 
mention of a prize fight applaud vigorous- 
ly when a player of the side antagonistic to 
their sympathies was carried off the field 
crippled. They thought that his loss would 
enable their favorite to win the game. The 
better the man and the more serious his 
injuries the louder they cheered. There was 
no more sympathy for the injured men in 
the hearts of those people than there was 
in the hearts of ancient Romans who 
watched the giladiatorial contests for the 
victims torn to pieces by the wild beasts; 
but these are the men who howl against 
boxing contests. : } 

“As I said before, I like to see a game of 
football. These rough sports interest me, as 
they do hundreds of thousands of others. 
I see nothing brutalin them. The men are 
especially trained to meet the tests.they are 
called upon to endure. People who have not 
a sporting spirit above croquet have no right 
to judge of them. They are sane men and 
able men, quite old enough to determine 
what is good for them, and they should not 
be interfered with by a lot-of old women 


Chances of Injury Small. 


“They calculate every chance of injury 
very carefully. They train their sturdy 
bodies to meet resistance at every point 
where they know from experience that it 
is likely to be exerted. They are in the pink 
of physical condition. They know their su- 
perior strength, and it gives them pleasure 
to exert it. They glory in their brute force, 
and strain it to its utmost without any idea 
of brutality—using the word in its literal 
sense—ever entering their minds. No weak- 
ling is allowed in a college football contest. 

These men don't want the sympathy that 
is mistakenly wasted on them. The chances 
of injury are very small, and if a man is 
wounded in a contest of that kind he glories 
in his scars. Our college students cannot 
fight duels as they do at Heidelberg, but 
they are equally pround of honor scars re- 
ceived on the football flelds. . 

That reminds me, I never yet saw a man 
who had been in two orthree hotly contested 
games of football who did not come out with 
some scar or other that he would carry all 
his life. On the other hand, I have been in 
a good many boxing bouts, and I defy any 
ene to find a mark anywhere on my body 
to show it. I have been hit pretty hard, too. 

I hope that not only our collegians but 
our schoolboys will continue to play foot- 
ball. The rough and the boys at the school 
—I mean those that take an interest in 
rough, manly sports—always make the best 
men. I do not think anybody will dispute 
that. It is your milksop that cannot protect 
his sister if she is insulted on the street. I 
am not saying anything about delicate boys. 
They should keep away from football. I 
refer to boys who expect to grow up and take 
chances in the rough-and-tumble of life. 
Let them play football if they want to, and 
they will be the better for it.“

Yale May Take the Lead in Re- 
forming the “Game.” 


BAD EFFECT ON STUDENTS. 


An interesting feature of the game on 
Saturday between the Yale team and the 
Chicago team was the enthusiasm aroused 
by the occasional long kicks and brilliant 
runs. There was no mistaking the enjoy- 
ment the audience took in these incidents, 
which were so characteristic of the old game 
of football. The mass plays were, on the 
whole, received as they plways have been 
received, with a deadened/acquiescence, The 
few feet occasionally gained by this hurling 
of bodies against bodies were cheered, but 
there was evidence enough, and to spare, 
straight from the large crowd present, that 
this sort of football playing is far from 
satisfying. The feeling was irresistible that 
had a serious injury occurred, which was at 
all times possible, an expression of it would 
have been forthcoming. In this connection 
it is interesting to know that the feeling of 
opposition at Yale to the mass methods of 
playing the game is constantly on the in- 
crease. We have not the slightest doubt 
that when the season is over, and an op- 
portunity is presented for an interchange 
of views by the various collegiate athletes, 
Yale will be found in the lead demanding 
sweeping changes in the rules and a delib- 
erate return to open playing. The opposi- 
tion to the present game is by no means con- 
fined to the outside world and to those news- 
papers which express its feelings. It has 
touched both the players and the coaches. 
It is finally realized that modern football is 
not entitled to be called a spoft, since the 
skill of sportsmanship is practically elim- 
inated from its outlook. It is what some 
one has called it, a battle,“ and battle is 
not sport. If Yale raises her powerful voice 
for an open game, and with an emphasis 
not to be mistaken, the chances will favor 
an early abandonment of what now passes 
for football playing, and we shall see the 
real game revived.-New Haven Register, 
Edited by Colonel Norris G. Osborn, Yale 
Class of 80. 


Call for Faculty Interference to Check 
“the Tendency to Ferocity.” 


Young Von Gammon of the University of 
Georgia was Rilled in a game the other day. 


There is no rom for exaggeration there. 


And there have been well attested instances 
of serious injury of late that afford reason- 
able ground for the demand that the facul- 
ties of Harvard, Yale, Princeton, and the 
other colleges that bokst of their prowess 
at this sport should reéxamine the question 
and attempt to devise means for checking 
the obvious tendency to roughness and 
ferocity that the game as played seems to 
engender in its votaries. 

The Rugby game is played in England 
without occasion for surgical or police in- 
terference. We should suppose that college 
authorities might enforce modifications of 
the present tactics that would eliminate the 
bloodshed and broken bones. An intercol- 
leginte rule forbidding students to play 
where gate money was taken would be of 
unquestionable propriety. There ds some- 
thing not quite nice in the notion of young 
gentlemen exhibiting themselves in contests 
for money. 

The game is too much played by college 
students; it takes too much of their time, 
and enlists a degree of interest and atten- 
tion altogether disproportionate to its im- 
portance in the schemes of man’s existence 
on earth. If the faculties can adopt rules 
that will reduce the game tq its proper place 
as an athletic sport and forni of physical 
exercise useful for young gentlemen mainly 
engaged in getting an education they wil! 
have cured the chief evil of football.—New 
York Times.

Statement of President Schurman's 
Position. 

Ithaca, N. V., Nov. 10.—President Schur- 
man of Cornell is in frequent receipt of re- 
quests for an expression of his opinion about 
football.

Mass Playing Should Be Abolished and 
Danger to Health Guarded Against. 


While much can be said to relieve football 
of unreasonable popular prejudice, itshould 
be acknowledged that the game as now 
played has unnecessary perils. There are 
too many mass plays and too little open play- 
ing. If this increased the interest in the 
game there might be some reason for it, but 
it does not. The spectators see little of the 
ball, and in the main only a struggling mass 
of humanity without form or shape, and the 
movements of which few understand. This 
mass playing, which causes most of the in- 
juries, should be abolished, and the English 
method, which involves more open playing, 
should be substituted. Another danger 
should be guarded against as far as possi- 
ble, and that is the possible harm to the 
future health of the players. Even when a 
student receives no apparent injury, the 
strain and draft upon the vital resources 
are so great that the health can hardly 
escape. The harm done may not become evi- 
dent for years, but it will surely appear in 
time.—Philgdelphia Press.

NOVAK ON TRIAL FOR LIFE. 


Iowa Man Accused of Killing His 
Friend and Burning His Store 
Faces a Jury. 


Vinton, Ia., Nov. 13.—[Special.]—The fifth 
day of the Novak murder trial, noted be- 
cause Novak was the first criminal returned 
to Iowa from the Klondike, was full of inter- 
est. County Attorney Tobin and E. L. Boies, 
ron of the ex-Governor, are trying to show 
for the State that Edward Murray was 
murdered premeditatedly by Novak, who 
fired his own store. For the defense Tom 
H. Milner of Belle Plaine and Judge Ney 
say Novak is innocent, that the evidence is 
purely circumstantial, and will all be dis- 
proved or fall flat. 

The evidence so far introduced by the 
State is to the effect that Murray was last 
seen with Novak in his store at Walford, 
twelve miles southeast of Cedar Rapids, 
on the night of Feb. 2. It has identified the 
remains found in the fire as those of Mur- 
ray, has shown that Novak carried heavy 
insurance,-and fled to Alaska. 

The defense by close cross-examination 
of the State’s witnesses brought out the fact 
that Novak's sleeping in the store was not 
his scheme, and that the day after the fire 
he did not conceal his actions while in his 
flight. 

The State has altogether forty-four wit- 
nesses, of whom over half have been ex- 
arined. This morning Zaborkstsky, No- 
vnk's silent partner, testified about the gas 
plant by which Murray was alleged to have 
been asphyxiated. Coroner Chenoweth said 
the skull, charred in other places, was un- 
burned for a small depressed piece on the 
side, and that this fracture would cause the 
blood clot previously testified to. Mrs. Cris- 
singer said Novak breakfasted at her home 
south of Walford on Feb. 3. John Bryson 
of Holbrook said he took him to Iowa City 
that day. Morris Ferreter, a farmer, said 
Novak wanted to borrow his money.

Rapids National Bank for Novak the even- 
ing before the fire, Teller Playton of the 
bunk received it, but the $500 marked was 
not in it.

Will Fight Until Spaniards 
Leave the Island. 


New York, Nov. 14.—[Special.]—A dis- 
patch from Washington to the Sun says: 
Through General Gomez the Cuban patriots 
have absolutely rejected the Spanish offers 
of autonomy for the island, and official in- 
formation to that effect wae received .by 
President McKinley today. General Goméz 
sent the notification to the State department 
for transmission to the President. It came 
in the form of a proclamation, which recites 
the struggles of the Cuban people to secure 
independence, makes reference to the blood 
that has been spilled and the desolation 
brought on the island, and says that under 
no circumstances will the Cuban patriots 
be satisfied to end the war until Spain has 
abandoned their country. 

So important was the communication con- 
sidered that Assistant Secretary Day of the 
State department, who has charge of mat- 
ters relating to Cuba, took it to the White 
House at once, and discussed its purport 
with the President. The frank avowal of 
General Gomez rather embarrassed the ad- 
ministration in its efforts to secure from 
Spain an acceptance of its friendly offices 
to bring the war to an end.

ARE WAITING FOR ARBITRATION 


Northern Illinois Miners Hope to Meet 
the Operators in Conference 
“~~ Karly This Week. 


"Braidwood; III., Nov. 18.—[{Special.)— 

BRraceville mimers squared up their rooms 
today and say they will remain idle until 
they get the scale price or the strike is de- 
claréd off. About seventy-five men went 
to work at Diamond this morning. A meet- 
ing has been called there for 10 o'clock 
tomorrow morning, and the leaders assert 
that they can prevail on the men to quit. 
At Carbonville a much larger number were 
at work in No. 2 mine. 

State Secretary Ryan talked over the 
phone this afternoon with A. L. Sweet, 
President of the Northern Illinois Operators 
association, in regard to submitting the min- 
ing scale to an arbitration committee. Mr. 
Sweet agreed to consult with the opera- 
turs and give the miners an answer on 
Monday. 

‘he miners’ officials have signified their 
willingness to meet with a lesser number of 
operators in the event of Sweet being una- 
ble to Obtain the consent of the entire as- 
sociation, but would prefer that all sub- 
mit their case to arbitration for settlement. 

Cheyenne, Wyo., Nov. 13.—[Special.]—The 
rumors about shipping Wyoming Chinese to 
the Braidwood coal mines are_not well 
founded, These Chinese miners are well 
contented with their present employment 
and could not be pulled away from their 
Chinatown at Rock Springs by any induce- 
ments that could be offered. Besides, the 
Union’ Pacific Coal company would not en- 
courage or permit them to go, as they are an 
important factor in their coal mining opera- 
tions in more ways than one. 

At present about 400 Chinamen are em- 
ployed in the Rock Springs coal mines and 
receive the same wages as other coal miners. 
They have their own town, shops, and mer- 
chants, and are very exclusive. They im- 
port almost everything they need from 
China, and are a burden on the community 
instead of a benefit. The company encour- 
ages their remaining here because of the 
presence of troops to keep down labor 
troubles. There is no union, and a strike is 
impossible. The white men are constantly 
fighting this state of affairs, and attacks on 
Chinamen and their huts are of frequent 
occurrence. 

Chinamen are not employed in any other 
coal camp in the State, nor could they be 
without friction and military protection. If 
the Braidwood mines get Chinamen they will 
have to be gathered up in California and 
Nevada. 


NEGRO MINERS MAY GO HOME. 


Colored Men Imported from Kentucky 
to Indiana Desire to Re- 
turn. 


Terre Haute, Ind., Nov. 138.—[Special.)— 
The two members of Indiana’s new labor 
commission have been in Washington, 
Daviess County, the last three days trying to 
reconcile the Cabel company and the miners 
who went on a strike last April. The im- 
mediate cause for the visit of Messrs. Mc- 
Cormack and Schmid of the Labor commis- 
sion was the importation of 100 negro miners 
from Kentucky to take the places of the 
old men, most of whom had been in the em- 
ploy of the Cabel company tor many years. 

There is no indication of violence, but the 
more farsighted observers of the situation 
understand that there is likely to be violence 
toward the imported men if they are long 
continued at work.

GARRARD IS REFEREE. 


Gives General Satisfaction in His 
Decisions in the Bouts. 


JOHNSON FARES’ BADLY. 


Young Sieloff, the 130-pound boxer of De- 
troit, scored the only knockout at the Chi- 
cago Athletic associations’ professional box- 
ing tourney last night. 

The entertainment was the best of the 
series thus far and was satisfactory to the 
400 members present. Frank Garrard, the 
well known local light weight, officiated as 
referee, and although his decisions were ac- 
cepted as being proper, he was, according to 
expert judges of boxing, a little off on two 
occasions. He erred when he decided the 
bouts a draw between Shemmeson and Ken- 
nepaski, 125 pounders, and Burns and Frede, 
135 pounders. 

Shemmeson and Burns made by far the 
better showing, and decisions in their favor 
would surely have met with as much ap- 
proval of the crowd as did the ones ren- 
dered. Outside of this he filled the Dill 
nicely, with the slight exception of not count- 
ing promptly in case of knockdowns.

THREE BANKS BREAK AT ONCE. 


Disappearance of Its President Closes 
the Doors of the Bank of English, 
Ind., and Two Branches. 


English, Ind., Nov. 18.—Every resident of 
Crawford County was shocked this morn- 
ing when it was learned that the English 
Bank had failed to open its doors. Coupled 
with this came the report that President 
Willett of the Leavenworth branch had not 
been seen for three days and that his mind 
‘was temporarily unbalanced over the death 
of his mother. As soon as the failure be- 
came known the bank’s branches at 
Leavenworth and Marengo also closed. 
Nearly every farmer and business-man in 
Crawford and Perry Counties is said to be 
concerned in the failures for amounts rang- 
ing from $200 to $3,000. County Treasurer 
Brown has placed more than $10,000 with 
the suspended bank. No schedule of assets 
and Habilities can be given, but both are 
large. 

Antigo, Wis., Nov. 18.—The Bank of Antigo 
closed its doors today by order of the Board 
of Directors on account of irregularities in 
the books as found by the bank examiner. 
An application was made for a receiver. 
Depositors will be paid in full, H. G. Berg- 
man, President, and B. G. McDonald, Vice 
President, pledging themselves to make good 
all deficits. The extent of the irregularities 
is unknown,

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MEN ON CIVILIZATION. 


Author, in Chicago on a Lecture Tour, 
Talks to Scribes Concerning the De- 
velopment of Art and Letters and 
Protests Against Sarcastic Criti- 
cism of Modern American Books— 
Finds Dignity in Work and Medioc- 
rity in Idleness. 3 


F. Marion Crawford, the novelist, attend- 
ed a reception in his honor at the Press club 
last night. He is in the city on a lecturing 
tour and will appear at Central Music Hall 
twice this week. Last night was his first 
public appearance in Chicago for over five 
years. Colonel Nathan Reed introduced 
Mr. Crawford, who responded in a brief talk 
on American civilization and literature. Mr. 
Crawford said in part: 

J read the other day an article in one 
of our most serious magazines, in which a 
certain writer tells us that the only lesson 
which America is now teaching the world, 
in the ideal realm, is that the literature of 
the future is to be the farce which the 
business-man goes to see of an evening by 
way of recreation. 

I do not wish to do the writer injustice, 
but he produces the impression of look- 
ing upon our literature as tending towards a 
farce. In the name of all those who have 
spent and aré spending their lives in a sin- 
cere effort to produce good literature in 
America I protest against such criticism, or 
comment, or opinion. If there were a word 
of truth in such a judgment the end of 
culture, and of literature, and of art in our 
country could not be far off. 

say again, if there were anything in 
such prophecies the end would be at hand; 
and we should be justified in going one step 
farther than the prophets: we could say 
with certainty that a hundred years hence 
the best of our living writers—perhaps the 
best of our dead ones—-would be spoken of 
by unborn historians as.‘ the fitful and un- 
certain lights that illuminated the brief, 
sad day of American civilization.” Happily 
for us, the pessimists are but a minority, 
while we, the workers, the believers, 
the doers, are the many. Most of all 
here, in this center of the country’s 
soul—I may say so without fear of saying 
too much, because perhaps too much cannot 
be said—where work is dignity and idleness 
mediocrity. 

Some such thoughts as these crossed my 
mind as I stood here five years ago, before 
the opening of the World's Fair. They are 
clearer now, better formed, for they have 
five years’ growth in them, and five times 
more truth than then. We do not need a 
coming revival of letters, for we are alive 
today. We are not tending to a farce; we 
are on the ascent to things both grave and 
high. But the end is above where we stand 
now, and not below us, as surely as creation 
leads one way and degeneration another.”’

SECRET NOTE FROM A CONVENT 


Mary Hurley’s Restless Plight Told in 
a Letter Flung from a Window to 
the Street. 


Passersby in Hill street, near Orleans, the 
other day picked up a small brown parcel 
carefully weighted with cinders which had 
apparently been thrown over the wall sur- 
rounding the House of the Good Shepherd 
and from one of the upper windows of the 
convent. In the package was a note in 
which the finder was requested by writing 
on the wrapper to forward to D. A. Hurley of 
Omaha, Neb. The letter was signed by 
Mary Hurley and declared she was most 
unhappy where she was and wished to be 
taken back home. 

Word was sent to the girl’s family in 
Omaha and a copy of the letter shown to 
Sister Holy Cross, the Mother Superior of 
the House of the Good Shepherd. She said 
that Mary Hurley was received into the 
House of the Good Shepherd four years ago 
at the instance of her father. She has been 
kept there ever since entirely dependent 
upon the charity of the institution, as neither 
her father nor her brothers had contributed 
a penny to her support. The girl herself 
said her father had been to see her but once 
since her stay at the House of the Good 
Shepherd and her brothers had never been, 
although they had frequently visited Chi- 
cago. She said she had five smaller broth- 
ers and sisters, all of whom were inmates 
of a Catholic charitable institution in 
Omaha. She said she did not want to go 
home, but was tired of staying so long at the 
House of the Good Shepherd and wanted 
to go out to service. 

Sister Holy Cross said Miss Hurley had 
been put into the Institution for reasons that 
could not be given. They had hesitated 
about sending her out into the world, because 
they did not think she was able to care for 
herself, and they had received no intimation 
that her father or brothers would do any- 
thing for her. 

1 am sorry for the poor child,” said the 
Mother Superior. “ If she had any place to 
go to I would like to have her go, as she feels 
that way, for we have not much money to 
keep all the children as I should like to have 
them kept. But I can’t let this unhappy 
girl go away unless I know her future is 
for a time at least provided for. Of course 
if her father or brothers wish to take her out 
they can do so. If they do I hope they will 
do something for her.“ 

The girl denied haying written a letter to 
her father charging that she was not proper- 
ly cared for in the convent, but said a friend 
of hers wrote it and threw it out of the win- 
dow.

A floating raft of kelp 
serves as their only resting place and the 
banks of thirty fathoms of water are their 
feeding grounds. Den there they are hunt- 
ed and harassed by hunting schooners from 
March until August. Having been driven 
from the shore they are being exterminated 
on the sea by à fleet of hunting schooners, 
and the native hunters of the Aleutian 
Islands are being deprived of their chief 
means of subsistence. 

Under regulations proposed the remain- 
ing otter will be preserved for the use of the 
natives, and they being compelled to hunt 
from the shore only a limited number will be

Washington, D. C., Nov. 13.—Postmaster 
E. T. Page of Redwater, Tex., will be re- 
tained by this administration, and all be- 
cause of the birth of quadruplets and twins 
in his family. Eleven years ago he was 
given the postoffice, but when Gen- 
eral Clarkson became Assistant Post- 
master General in the Wanamak- 
er administration an effort was made 
to replace the postmaster with a candidate 
of the Republican party. Many applica- 
tions for the place were filed, but Page ap- 
pealed for retention, citing that his wife 
had just presented him with bouncing quad- 
ruplets, and that twice before twins had 
been born to them.

LABORERS TREATED AS SLAVES. 


Alleged That the Men Are Horribly 
Misused on the Crow’s Nest 
Railroad in Canada. 


St. Paul, Minn., Nov. 13.—[ Special. I— For 
the last fortnight there have been many 
rumors of much suffering and injustice oc- 
casioned to the laborers taken from Ottawa, 
Ont., and vi¢inity to work on the Crow's 
Nest Pass railway. The condition of these 
laborers is described as one akin to slavery. 
It has been plainly shown that they were 
deliberately misled as to accommodations 
and the terms on which they were to work. 
A petition signed by 200 of the laborers Was 
received by the Council of the City of Hull, 
which is opposite Ottawy, asking for finan- 
cial aid from the city to enable the petition- 
ers, who are citizens of Hull, to return 
home. Many of their families are now in 
destitute circumstances. 

Peter Valilee, one of the number, who has 
returned. says: 

When we got there we were run into a 
camp like a lot of .psheep. The rain and 
wind blew Through eVery crevice, and when 
we came in wet at night, after working hard 
all day, there was no way in which we 
coulddry our clothes, and next day we had to 
dress in the wet clothing taken off the night 
previous. We had not drawn a single dollar 
up to the time we quit work, as they told us 
there was nothing due us. The food placed 
before us was unfit even for dogs.“ 

It was charged that wher the men seek 
escape from their practically enslaved 
situation the mounted police are put on 
their tratk and they are hunted down. It 
is said that as soon as captured the men are 
taken before a court and are sentenced to 
from twenty to thirty days’ imprisonment 
for desertion and debt.

Republican Candidate for Congress in 
the Sixth District Addresses 
Many People.

NATIONAL LEAGUE ACTS. : 


Offending Ball Players to Be Sus- 
pended for Life 


ADOPTS THE DOUBLE UMPIRE 


Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 18.—[{Spectal.}]—In 
order to rid the national game of the evil 
that now threatens its destruction the Na- 
tional Baseball league today took extraordi- 
nary action. It passed an amendment to the 
rules providing that a player convicted of 
using obscene language on the field should 
be expelled for life. In other words, this 
offense was put on the same plane. with dis- 
honesty or selling games, the dragon that 
assailed the sport years ago, when gambling 
on baseball was so prevalent. 

The league, furthermore, revolutionized. 
its schedule by adopting the idea suggested 
by Mr. Hart, which was printed in Tas 
TRIBUNE recently, providing that Western 
clubs make two Eastern trips where they 
now make one—that is to say, they will play 
three series on one trip and the other three 
series on another trip. It also adopted the 
double umpire system and also the systems 
of scheduling umpires. 

It was a biß day for the national baseball 
organizations, for in addition to these vital 
changes in the conduct of the game.many 
minor details were arranged. The league 
adjourned late this afterneon and will not 
meet again until Feb. 28 in St. Louis, when 
the spring or schedule meeting will begin. 


Important Results Attained. 


All in all, it has been andmportant meeting 
for baseball. Although the magnates were 
late in getting down to actual legislation, 
the work they accomplished was of vast 
significance. The most important, of course, 
was that relating to rowdy ball playing. 

The realeases of the star players of the 
National league today are valueg in the 
baseball market at from $10,000 to $15,000. 
If today’s legislation of the league be carried 
out one of these $15,000 men is likely to lose 
his temper in the heat of some contest and 
be expelled from the baseball field forever. 
In other words, the punishment for the of- 
fense which during the last two or three 
seasons has been entirely overlooked in the 
National league, except by the newspaper 
critics favoring the téam pitted against the 
offending player, is how at one sweep 
changed to a $15,000 fine against the club 
with whom the guilty player is under con- 
tract, and to life suspension for the player 
himself. 

Will the National league carry out this 
provision? Not many people can be per- 
suaded to believe so until they see it illus- 
trated. There is no doubt, however, about 
the present sincerity of.the magnates.

Racing Association Files a One Hun- 
dred Thousand Dollar Damage Suit 
Against Cycle Board of Trade. 


The differences between the Chicago Cycle 
Racing association and the Cycle Board of 
Trade of Chicago in regard to a cycle show 
which is to be given at Battery D Nov. 
20 under the auspices of the former body 
were brought into the Superior Co tt yes- 
terday afternoon by the filing of a $100,000 
damage suit. The suit was filed by the Chi- 
cago Cycle Racing association, and, besides 
naming the Cycle Board of Trade of Chicago 
as defendant, the officers of the latter body 
are also made parties to the suit. The offi- 
cers named as defendants are C. K. Ander- 
son of the Von Lengerke & Antoine com- 
pany, A. G. Raymond of the Sterling com- 
pany, A. B. Black of the Indiana Cycle com- 
pany, M. J. Budlong of the Pope Manufac- 
turing company, A. E. Lumsden of the Mon- 
arch Cycle company, and H. A. Jameson of 
the Excelsior Cycle company. 

The action taken by the Cycle Board of 
Trade at a meeting held Nov. 8 it is said, 
is the cause for the filing of the suit.

MECHANICS’ DIRECTORS’ PLAINT 


Declare the Refusal of the Receivers to 
Give Them Names Hampers the 
Circulation of a Paper. 


The directors of the Mechanics and Trad- 
ers’ Savings, Loan and Building associa- 
tion, which is in the hands of receivers, as- 
gert that they have been refused à list of 
the shareholders. For want of this list, 
they say, they are greatly crippled in their 
efforts to girculate a paper setting forth 
their grievances. The circular relates that 
at a meeting of stockholders on Aug. 12 it 
was determined by a vote of 9,304 to 870 it

A curious comment on Lord Salisbury’s 
rhetorical peroration, with its vague dream 
of the United States of Europe, is supplied 
by the last chapter of a sensational book 
on the German Emperor publisned in Paris 
yesterday.

French Mania for Suicide. 


Another subject which is gravely troubling 
the thinking men in France is linked on to 
the Dreyfus case by the similiarity of the 
names of the victims. It is not long since an 
eminent Frenchman deplored, in my pres- 
ence, the terrible growth of the suicidal 
mania which is spreading through the coun- 
try. The modern suicide is not content with 
taking his own, possibly useless, life, but we 
have a growing and.grewsome fashion of 
what is called “‘ composite suicides.“ In 
this case a man named Dreyfus, in no 
way related to the exiled soldier, but so pos- 
sessed by a morbid shrinking from an un- 
popular name that he changed it to an im- 
possible one, writes the usual letter to the 
newspapers, and kills himself, his wife, and 
his three young children. Columns on col- 
umns of the French press are filled with the 
minutely realistic details of this shocking 
tragedy. They can hardly be blamed for 
this, yet the fact-remains that every such 
publication brings after it a crop of candi- 
dates for this miserable posthumous puff. 
The actual suicide can himself often well 
be spared, but in this great country when 
the death rate threatens to overtop the birth 
rate, the loss of children is a cruel one for 
France. The composite suicide is at pres- 
ent her greatest enemy.

George Hamilton's speech this week regard- 
ing the Indian frontier wars, to extol him as 
speaking the clear, firm language of a states- 
man who knows his own mind and is sup- 
ported by the highest authorities. This is 
all very well, but others have it that certain 
of the highest authorities have made it 
pretty clear to Lord Hamilton and his crew 
that the present waste of lives and treasure 
in India cannot go on indefinitely. He un- 
doubtedly has been given a cue to break it 
gently to the British public that the Indian 
forces, with certain reservations, are, in 
time, to clear out from their conquered pos!i- 
tions, when, indeed, they are conquered. 
With considerable clumsiness, at the pres- 
ent juncture, Lord Hamilton Says that the 
government must take the general submis- 
sion of the tribesmen as an acknowledg- 
ment of British supremacy, and otherwise 
interfere’ as little as possible. This placid 
ahd premature assumption of a general sub- 
mission reads oddly by the light of the latest 
dispatches from the front, which show that 
the guerrilla warfare of the natives and their 
successful sniping are inflicting increas- 
ing losses on the troops, whose undoubted 
courage is hardly a match against the men 
who are fighting for their lives among the 
fastnesses of theirown hills. Lord Hamilton 
is, to say the least, a little previous, and the 
target practice of the tribesmen is far more 
accurat than is the oratory of the Indian 
Secreta 


Great Britain’s Pet Mania. 


The hanging at Cairo, Egypt. of a soldier 
of the Lincolnshire Regiment who had mur- 
dered a comrade in cold blood is causing a 
considerable outcry among the Anglo- 
Egyptians, who consider that the prestige 
of England required that the condemned 
man should have been taken to Malta or 
Cyprus for execution, arid credit thus saved 
to the British army, in which, during all 
these years of the occupation of Egypt, not 
one single capital sentence has been exe- 
euted. That this is a good record may be 
conceded, but the desire that justice on one 
of their sacred selves should be done round 
the corner is a petty instance of the pet 
mania of respectable Britons for keeping up 
appearances. The doctrine that an English- 
man can do no wrong is a charming fiction 
that the guileless Ethiopians are soberly 
supposed to piously accept as a fact.

Statistics Show That Its Export Trade 
Is Decreasing, While That of the 
United States Is Increasing.

London, Nov. 13.—A series of articles 
which is attracting much attention, headed 
„Marching Backward,” has been appearing 
in the Daily Mail. The writer has shown 
that Great Britain is falling behind in the 
great industrial race and has demonstrated 
how the United States, France, and Ger- 
many can show increased exports to the 
amount of £25,000,000 in the twelve years ex- 
tending from 1883 to 1895. It is further 
proved that the exports of the United King- 
dom in the same period decreased £9,000,000 
($45,000,000). 

Commenting upon this showing, the Daily 
Mall expresses the opinion that the main 
reasons for this falling off in British trade 
are want of business instinct and want of 
genuine patriotism, as evidenced by ship- 
owners carrying foreigners’ goods at lower 
rates than Britishers’.”’

Successful Electric Engine Trial. 


A highly successful trial of Heilmann’s 
electric locomotive was made yesterday on 
the Western railway, from Paris to Nantes 
and back. The electric engine looks more 
like the hull of a torpedo boat than a loco- 
motive, its eight pairs of wheels being in- 
visible. The train which for the first time 
covered this stretch of three miles by elec- 
tric traction was composed of twelve first 
and second class carriages and a luggage 
van. About 250 persons were on the train, 
which weighed about 150 tons. That is to 
say, the average weight of an ordinary 
train. The object was not to make a trial 
of speed. Such trials are to be made later 
on, and will be combined with a progressive 
increase in the weight of the train. This 
train went at a slight speed—eighteen miles 
an hour—but the electric locomotive will be 
called upon shortly to draw trains of 200 
tohs at a speed of thirty miles an hour; 
then of 225 tons at thirty-seven or forty- 
three miles, with the object of finally reach- 
ing a weight of 300 tons with a speed of 
sixty-two miles. What this experiment un- 
questionably demonstrated was ease and 
regularity of movement of the train. There 
was a very appreciable and agreeable elim» 
ination of the jolting and rocking, and so 
much less din that it was possible to con- 
verse without raising the voice, and, indeed, 
almost in low tones. These effects are due 
to the fact that the propulsion is not, as in 
ordinary locomotives, by means of the al- 
ternate movement of two pistons, but by 
continuous, uninterrupted rotatory move-

Quick as thought Maxwell 
wheeled round whilst the pig’s eyelid was 
still living and attached it to the man’s eye- 
lid. The piece was instantly made fast by 
stitches. A report*received from Dublin to- 
day says the operation has been so far most 
successful. The adhesion of a pig’s eyelid 
to the edge of the patient’s eye is perfect, 
and there is every prospect that the desired 
object will be attained.

More Trouble for Ireland. 

A great influx of Irish-American visitors 
is expected in Ireland next year to partici- 
pate in the celebration of the centenary of 
the rebellion of 98. The Dublin Castle au- 
thorities evidently anticipate their arrival 
with apprehension as special arrangements 
are already being made through agents of 
the British government in New York, and 
Irish detectives at ports of landing from 
America, both in the United Kingdom and

The suggestion 
has been made that the discharged Irish po-

which Cuba was not concerned. Once 
started the debt grew. In 1868, at the out- 
break of the ten years war, it was $7,630,000. 
The cost of that war was added to it, and 
other causes contributed to its further 
growth. In 1886 it was consolidated at 
$124,000,000 and in 1891 it amounted to no 
less that $168,000,000, although down to that 
time $115,336,304 had been paid for inter- 
est, etc. 

The Cuban debt at the outbreak of the 
present war, then, was $168,500,000. What 
is it now? At the present time—October, 
i897—it may be estimated at $275,000,000. 
Add this to the debt before the war the ag- 
gregate is $443,500,000. 

Suppose you say $400,000,000 is the actual 
debt. How few are there who have any con- 
ception of what this vast sum means? To 
convey some idea I have made some cal- 
culations based on data that every one can 
understand—namely: a silver dollar. 

A new silver dollar is one and one-half 
inches in diameter and about one-eighth of 
an inch thick, and weighs, say, five-eighths 
of an ounce. 

Now suppose a chain was made of 400,000, - 
.000 silver dollars, how long would it be? 
600,000,000 inches or 9,460% miles. It would 
reach from Chicago to Ireland and back and 
back again, or nearly three times from Chi- 
cago to Cork, Ireland. 

Again, suppose a dollar is one-eighth of 
an inch in thickness (new dollar), if all of 
the 400,000,000 dollars were soldered together 
it would make a solid silver bar 1% inches 
in diameter and 789 1-7 miles long, or nearly 
a solid rail of silver dollars 1% inches in 
diameter from Chicago to Albany, N. Y. 

Again, say a silver dollar weighs five- 
elghths of an ounce, $400,000,000 would 
weigh 16,000,000 pounds or 8,000 tons avolir- 
dupois, not troy, weight, or as much as 
8,000 good horses would draw in as many 
carts, the procession extending a distance 
of thirty miles. 

Just think of Cuba being mulcted by Spain 
with such a debt; and because the people 
object the inhabitants are murdered by such 
a man as Weyler. 

Again, suppose we take a dollar bill—its 
size is nearly 7x3 inches, or 21 square inches. 
Now, what space would 400,000,000 of paper 
dollars cover? Let us see: 58,333,33234, 
square feet, 6,481,492 square yards, or 1,340 
acres of land carpeted with dollar bills. 
Yet this is the insignificant sum Spain ex- 
pects to have Cuba pay. 

What are the benefits litle Cuba obtained 
from Spain for this indebtedness? I can- 
not find out, except it be poverty and slavery 
of the worst kind. 

Has the United States nothing at stake? 
Her money invested in the island by Amer- 
ican citizens on the good faith of Spain as a 
nation. Now has she kept her promise? 
What amount is the debt Spain owes the 
citizens of the United States? I will tell 
you: America ought to include both North 
and South America and all the islands of the 
Western world, including Canada, the West 
India islands, etc. Let Europe keep all the 
eastern continent, etc. Let crowned heads 
quarrel as they like; but America for Amer- 
cans.

London, Nov. 183.— [Copyright, 1897, by the 
New York Post.]—Lord Salisbury’s Guild- 
hall speech must have been a keen disap- 
pointment to those New York prophets who 
foretold a “spirited announcement that 
would send the blood thrilling proudjy once 
more through English veins.” Nevertheless, 
the speech struck the true note of English 
popular opinion on the most critical of ques- 
tions troubling England just now—viz.: her 


rein tions with France on the Nile and the 


Niger. England is not greedy nor eager to 
paint the map red, but “ we cannot allow 
our plain rights to be overridden.“ There is 
certainly more of Lord Salisbury than of 
Mr. Chamberlain in this unaggressive line. 
The French press is keeping up its idea of a 
British Cabinet divided into Salisbury and 
Chamberlain sections, and takes it calmly, 
some journals even interpreting Lord Salis- 
bury’s words as mainly intended to keep 
his too impulsive English followers quiet 
while he is arranging matters with M. 
Hanotaux. The Times maintains that the 
retention of the right bank of the Niger as 
far north at least as the twelfth parallel is 
the irreducible minimum of the claims on 
which England must insist. 

The treaties between the Niger company 
and the rulers of Sokoto, Gando, Boussa, 
Nicki, and other states, which have been 
published here for the first time this week, 
clearly seem to leave France no valid claim 
on these countries on the basis of priority of 
treaties. The English claim is particularly 
clear in Boussa, and Borgu, and can hardiy 
have any other ending than the French re- 
call of Lieutenant Bretonnet and his force 
of Cingalese. 


Gravity of the Situation. 

The real gravity of the situation arises 
from the hysteria of the aggressive French 
colonial party, which, acting on the sus- 
ceptible French public opinion, may imperil 
the life of any ministry which withdraws 
even from proved aggression. This element 
leads to the belief that the commission sit- 
ting at Paris will prove as futile as previous 
Then may come an opening 
for arbitration as regards the Nile. The re- 
ported presence of French officers at Fash- 
oda, between Khartoum and Wadelai, has 
reawakened the fears which Sir Colin Scott 
Montcrieff excited three years ago when he 
explained how a civilized nation on the Upper 
Nile might flood Egypt or cut off the water 
supply at pleasure. This close relationship 
between the prosperity of Egypt and the 
control of the whole Nile, from the Victoria 
Nyanza to the Mediterranean, is a powerful 
argument in the. hands of the advocates ofa 
forward policy. 


Restive Over India War. 

The English public clearly is growing very 
uneasy at the persistence of the Indian out- 
breaks. The heroism of the Sikhs, the Gor- 
don Highlanders, and the Northampton men 
is splendid, but the question is forcing itself 
painfully upon public attention: What good 
can follow this terrible waste of the best 
British blood on the Afghan frontier? Lord 
Lansdowne took great pride at the Guild- 
hall banquet in the mobilization of an army 
of 7,000 men in India, and used it as an argu- 
ment for the large increase in military ex- 
penditure which Parliament will be asked 
to make, but what is generally asked is, if 
England does not mean to administer or an- 
nex wherever these soldiers go as Lord 
George Hamilton, Secretary of State for 
India, declares that it does not, what is this 
mobilization for? The truth seems to be chat 
the government finds the forward policy a 
far more formidable business than was an- 
ticipated, and is trying, now to discover a 
way of escape by accepting the tribes’ for- 
mal acknowledgement of British supremacy, 
und then leaving them much as before and 
certainly as harassing in time of trouble, 


Amenities of British Politics. 


Sir Willlam Vernon Harcourt and Mr. 
Chamberlain have been pounding each other 
this week with all the bitterness of the 
polemics of the last century, to the scan- 
dalizing of the whole press. Mr. Chamber- 
lain began by likening the Liberals to crim- 
inals who suffered a penal operation at the 
general election.“ Sir Willlam Harcourt 
returns the compliment by saying that Mr. 
Chamberlain has the *‘ venom of a serpent 
gnawing a fle, that he is a “* Disraeli 
manque,” and that “tempted Tories sell 
souls for votes; they have not got the votes, 
and their souls are sold.“ To this Mr. Cham- 
berlain replies in the choicest language that 
Sir William Harcourt is a mere calculating 
time server. 

The incident is not edifying, but illus- 
trates the bitterness of English home poli- 
tics just now. Sir William Vernon Harcourt 
sees Liberalism showing signs of revival in 
by-elections, yet his influence is powerless 
to dispel jealousies and bickerings or to les- 
sen Lord Rosebery's hold on a large section 
of Liberals. Mr. Chamberlain, on the other 
hand, resents keenly the open way im which 
he is abused within ‘the party and blamed 
for the revolt of public opinion of which 
this week's Liverpool election is the latest 
sign. The transfer of thirty votes more 
would have handed this traditional Tory 
seat over to the Liberals. 


Jameson Raid an Issue. 
Mr. Chamberlain, moreover, has not yet 


disposed of the south African innuendoes. 
The Saturday Review revives this week the 


thought of the nation. Professor Smith 
adds that the other great work for 
Liberalism is the repression of jingoism, 
‘which, if unrepressed, is in a fair way to 
get England into serious trouble on the 
American continent and elsewhere.” 

Lord Salisbury’s position in English poli- 
tics is so largely dependent on Lady Salis- 
bury's health that it is important to note 
that she is very much better. The doctors 
now hope that she may recover.

TURKEY MAY AID 
TRIPLE ALLIANCE. 


Emperor William’s Plan to Maintain 
the Status Quo Said to Have Been 
Strengthened by a Formal Compact 
with the Sultan.. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 18.—Leading dip- 
lomats here have been informed that Ger- 
many and Turkey have just concluded a 
military convention whose effects will be 


far-reaching. Italy, Germany, and Austria 


have called check in the international 
game of chess, and Turkey practically be- 
comes at least a defensive member of the 
triple alliance. The contract requires that 
Germany shall furnish the Turkish fleet and 
army with the arms required to render 
their fighting power a potent factor in the 
European peace patrol.“ 

Turkey agrees to keep ready at least 250, - 
000 men to move at a moment’s notice 
against Russia and to negative any designs 
of the Czar in the Caspian region or on the 
European-Asiatic frontier. 

The effect of this military convention is 
that Turkey, as a practical member of the 
triple alliance, adds upwards of 700,000 
brave fighters to the gtréngth that Em- 
peror William has been marshaling to pre- 
serve the status quo in Europe. Germany 
has arrived at that stage of development 
where she is satisfied. Austria and Ttaly 
have nothing to expect from a European 
war but dismemberment, while. the vast 
colonial possessions of England shine as a 
prize for the snatching. 


RUSSIA DUNS ABDUL HAMID. 


Notifies the Turk That a Balance of the 
War Indemnity Must Be 
Paid. 


Constantinople, Nov. 13.—The Russian 
Embassy here has made an important an- 
nouncement to the Turkish government. In 
substance it is that if Turkey intends to 
apply part of the Greek war indemnity to 
an increase of the Turkish armaments Rus- 
sia desires to remind Turkey that the unpaid 
arrears of the Russo-Turkish war indemnity 
amount to £1,300,000, adding that if the pol- 
icy of the Turkish government is as indi- 
cated Russia will demand the payment of 
this amount. 

The Russian pronouncement has strongly 
impressed the diplomatic corps, who believe 
it is directed against the plansto reorganize 
the Turkish navy. 

Agents of Herr Krupp and of the Elswick 
works of Great Britain (the Armstrongs) 
visited Constantinople last month with pro- 
posals for the reconstruction of the Turkish 
navy. It was believed at the time that Em- 
peror William of Germany had appealed to 
the Sultan in favor of Herr Krupp's pro- 
posals, but there was said to be a strong 
feeling at the Turkish capital in favor of 
the British propositions. 

Later it was announced that the Turkish 
government had opened a credit of £100,000 
in London to defray the expense of engaging 
skilled workmen as overseers in the con- 
templated reconstruction of the Turkish 
navy. 


TO CONTROL LONDON SCHOOLS. 


Struggle Grows More Intense as the 
Time for the Elections Draws 
Nearer. 


London, Nov. 13.—The struggle for the 
control of the London School board is raging 
fiercely and is growing more intense as the 
time for the elections approaches. The is- 
sues are somewhat involved, but, broadly, 
the contending parties are the progressives 
and the moderates, and the bone of conten- 
tion is religious teaching in the board 
schools. 

The progressives tend to se@ularism, and 
accuse the moderates of a desire to again 
bring the people under the control of the 
priests and the Church of England. The 
moderates admit a desire to reintroduce de- 
nominational teaching in the schools, but 
they claim a monopoly of the desire for 
economy, so far as consistent with efficient 
education. The expenditure of the schools, 
under the present board, with a progressive 
majority, shows a rapid increase in the cost 
per child. 


WARSHIPS THREATEN CHINA. 


Germany to Dqmand Satisfaction for 
Recent Outrages in Shan 
Tong. 


Berlin, Nov. 18.—It is semil-officially an- 
nounced today that the German squadron in 
Chinese waters has been ordered to the coast 
of Shan Tong to anchor in the vicinity of 
the recent murder of German misisonaries, 
for which the German commander is in- 
structed to obtain immediate satisfaction. 

The news was received in Berlin about 
ten days ago that a mob had attacked a 
mission house at Yen Chu Fu, in the Chinese 
Province of Shan Tong, and killed two 
Rhenish missionaries, hamed Nies and Henn- 
le; two others, Seigler and Steng, being re- 
ported missing. The latter, it was believed, 
had escaped. It was also announced last 
Saturday that the German Minister to China 
and the Captain of the German gunboat 
Cormorant had been attacked by a mob at 
Wu Chang, in the Province of Hoopes, on 
the Yang-tse-Kiang Kiver. The rioters also 
stoned the German flag and insulted the 
Minister.

ANARCHISTS ARE ACTIVE. 


Berlin, Nov. 13.— [Copyright, 1897, by the 
Associated Press.]—The visit of Count Golu- 
chowski, the Austro-Hungarian Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, to King Humbert at Monza 
and its attendant circumstances are regard- 
ed in German political circles as being of 
the highest importance. The Conservative 
and Agrarian newspapers interpret the visit 
as meaning a closer understanding between 
Austria-Hungary and Italy and as a lean- 
ing of those powers toward Great Britain. 
The leading organ of the Akrarians and Na- 
tionalists, the Deutsche Zeitung, says: 

In this we are unable to see anything 
but a weakening of our diplomatic position, 
Under Prince Bismarck our country was 
the mediator between Russia and Austria 
and stria and Italy, while France was 
isolated and England was kept in check by 
Russia. The Russo-English irreconcilable 
contraet is still existing, but France has 
made ah agreement with Russia and Austria 
has made one with both Italy and Russia, 
in each case over our heads, and the internal 
and foreign policy of Austria go hand in 
hand, under the lead of two Poles, Baden! 
and Goluchowski, who aim at the suppres- 
sion of German influence.”’ 

The Rundschau publishes an article to the 
same effect denouncing the duplicity of 
British statecraft, whereby both Austria and 
Italy are gradually becoming estranged from 


Germany. 


Tired of Emperor William. 


An old diplomat of Berlin, who belongs to 
one of the dreibund powers, said to the cor- 
reepondent of the Associated Press: 

„Austria, for several years, has been dis- 
approving of Emperor William's foreign pol- 
icy so far as England is concerned, and the 
needless provocation of England contained 
in that famous message to President Kru- 
ger has been seriously, if silently, con- 
demned by Austria’s statesmen. The same 
is true of Italy. Both Italy’s and Austria’s 
Mediterranean interests are of vast and far- 
reaching importance, and they cannot be 
suoserved so long as there is a latent an- 
tagonism against England as a feature of 
the dreibund policy. An entente closer than 
has ever before existed has been estab- 
lished between Italy and Austria, so far as 
taeir Oriental and Mediterranean interests 
are concerned, and this means a conson- 
ance of their interests with England in 
that respect. To that extent the dreibund 
has been weakened and Germany has been 
left to follow her own Oriental and colonial 
policy at the side of Russia and France. It 
does not mean the breaking up of the drei- 
bund, but the reshaping of interests to some 
extent outside of it.“ 

The official newspapers are silent on the 
subject, but the editor of one of the leading 
government papers said: 

„We are still waiting for our cue from 
above.“ 


Opposition to Naval Bill. 


Confirmatory news has been obtained of 
the report that the Reichstag, when it re- 
convenes, will receive the naval bill and the 
military reform bill. In regard to the naval 
bill, however, the government will encoun- 
ter strong opposition from the Center party. 
Through its leader, Herr Lieber, it sought 
to effect an understanding with the Chan- 
cellor, Prince Hohenlohe, but the effort 
failed. 

The Center wished for a promise that the 
Jesuit-expulsion law would be repealed, in 
exchange for which the Center engaged to 
support the naval bill. But Prince Hohen- 
lohe flatly refused, and the naval bill cannot 
pass without the votes of the Center party. 
The refusal of Prince Hahenlohe to agree 
fo the demands of the Centerists was solely 
due to the instructions of the Emperor, who 
feels highly indignant at the Pope's en- 
cyclical in which the reformation is repre- 
sented as having been an “ unholy rebel- 
nion,“ and in which the Prussian Kings are 
roughly handled. Severe comments on these 
passages have been madé by many Protest- 
ant clergymen and leaders in Prussia, and

BARONETS ON THE WARPATH. 


Meet and Protest Against the Privi- 
leges Accorded to the Younger 
Children of Peers. 


London, Nov. 13.— The so-called“ Baronets’ 
Trades union,“ in other words, the move- 
ment of the Baronets to protect their rights 
and seek redress for their grievances, in 
view of the recent decision according chil- 
dren during the legal life of peers the title 
of honorable and giving them precedence 
after the younger children of Barons and 
ahead of Baronets, is taking form. 

A meeting was held by the aggrieved 
Baronets on Wednesday, and resolutions 
were adopted looking to the suppression 
of the unauthorized assumption of Baronet- 
cies, and the maintenance of the privileges 
and precedents of the order. The first reso- 
lution draws attention to the long standing 
scandal in the spurious assumption of title 
at the present moment of at least forty 
bogus Baronets, who are unable to show 
their title to the rank, and it is claimed that, 
besides the disputed Baronetcies, the claim- 
ants to which will use the title, there is ab- 
solutely no jurisdiction over the order, such 
as the House of Lords exercises over the 
peerage. In other words, if a man fancies 
he is entitled to a Baronetcy he assumes it, 
no one having the power to ask him for 
proof of his claim. 

The second resolution adopted by the 
Baronets is a protest against the bestowal 
of the designation of honorable on children 
during the gal life of peers, as already re- 
ferred to, which gives them a precedence 
which the Baronets hold they are not en- 
titled to.

Springfield, III., Nov. 138.—[Special.]—A 
subcommittee of the committee of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, which inyéstigated 
the condition of affairs at the Soldiers’ Or- 
phans’ Home at Normal, waited upon Gov- 
ernor Tanner today, and made a report. A 
recommendation is made urging a sweeping 
change in the management, and it is held 
essential to the welfare of the institution 
that the changes to be made should extend to 
those upon both sides of the controversy. 
Just what these changes will be is known 
only to the Governor. | 

The committee, which was authorized to 
make a definite oral statement to Governor 
Tanner as to the cRarges against the man- 
agement, was in conference with the Gov- 
ernor about two hours, and it is understood 
that they went over the case thoroughly, re- 
citing all the facts as they had found them, 
Governor Tanner took the matter under ad- 
visement, and nothing definite as to what he 
will do is known, but it is believed that he will 
make a clean sweep when he is ready to act.

Scientist Uses Cross Fertilization 


with Success. 


‘POPULAR FASHION IN BREAD 


“Vaughan Thinks Novel Product Slow 
of Adoption. 


‘OTHERS TALK OF THE DISCOVERY. 


MAN skill, ever seeking to outdo 
nature, has developed new cereal 
foods through cross-fertilization, the 
magic interblending of vegetable fam- 
ilies that created the gorgeous chry- 
santhemums and the regal roses which made 
the flower show in Chicago last week a won- 
der among exhibitions of the kind. 
If the experiments conducted successfully 


1 th England by a scientist named Garton find 


indorsement in the agricultural world a new 

kind of bread and biscuit will come into use. 
‘The flour, or meal, made from the new 

cereals will enter into pies and cakes and 

other forms of food and will give the dainties 

an appearance and flavor hitherto unknown 
‘to the eye and palate of man. 

Mr. Garton as yet has given out only gen- 
eral information concerning his discoveries. 
He asserts that he has worked on grasses, 

elovers, cereals not hitherto artificially com- 


_mingled, and other food plants. It is under- 


‘stood that some of the coarser grains, not 


‘edible by human beings, have been made 


go by his magic combinations with others 
richer in life-sustaining elements. . 

The tests have been conducted on an ex- 
‘perimental farm in Sleaford owned by the 
Baril of Winchilsea. They were made not 
‘only with plants grown in the United King- 


dom, but with those of foreign agricultural: 


countries. The trials have not been made 
public until recently that a sufficient quan- 
tity of seed might be raised to supply the 
demand for it when the important results 
were given out. Mr. Garton already has re- 
celved applications for seed from some for- 
eign governments. 


Successful in All His Efforts. 
The United States has effected crosses of 


- wheat, but it is said no attempts have been 


made to cross barley or oats. Mr. Garton 
announces that he has succeeded in all his 


orts. 

Englishmen who have looked into the mat- 
ter express the hope that Great Britain 
snow will be able to take the lead in supply- 
ing the whole world with new varieties of 
grain, and that the Garton creations will 
be a potent factor in restoring prosperity 
to British agriculture.

Vaughan Speaks of Fashion. 
This reason of fashion and habit was 
raised by J. C. Vaughan, the seed grower. 
He went on to show how difficult the intro- 
duction of a new food was by stating the 
ase of American cornmeal, made from the 
ndigenous maize, which has been imported 
into European countries with poor success. 
The people do not like it. Corn requires a 
long, hot summer to mature. The climate 
of Great Britain and the continent is too 
cool and moist for the successful growth of 
corn, so the people know little about it and 
care less. 

Mr. Vaughan thought that if the Garton 
seeds really were successful it would take 
from ten to fifteen years for the people to 
become acquainted with them and for them 
to be produced in large quantities. Then, 
too, grains that might succeed in the humid 
British air and in its highly fertilized soil 
might not flourish in the dryer and hotter 
sections of the United States. 

“ Cross-fertilization among the root crops 
is quite common,“ said Mr. Vaughan. Po- 
tatoes are developed in new varieties right 
along, and the same is true in the case of 
turnips, carrots, and parsley. The potato 
is peculiar. Its life has to be renewed every 
ten or lifteen years from seed.“ 

Colonel Lafayette Funk, former President 
of the Illinois States Board of Agriculture, 
said he saw no reason why new grains could 
not be developed by cross-fertilization, just 
as Cattle are by cross-breeding. He referred 
to a common mixture of blue and yellow 
corn on one ear, seen at the State fairs 
and grown at the experimental station as 
A sort of a freak, as a sample of cross- 
fertilization. 

W. C. Garrard, Secretary of the State 
Board of Agriculture, was deeply interested 


in the Garton experiments and thought they 


could be brought to a widely successful 

result.

DUE TO THE DEATH. 


‘TWO INDIANA MEN SETTLE A QUAR- 
REL WITH REVOLVERS.

Meet at Night om a Londly Road, With- 
out Witnesses — One Falls at the 
First Fire Mortally Wounded—An- 
tagonist Carries Him to a Farm 
House, Where the Wounded Man 
Dies After Refusing to Tell the 
Name of His Opponent. 


South Bend, Ind., Nov. 13.—[Specia].]—A 
mysterious murder mystery has just been 
cleared up, and the fact brought to light 
that the victim received his fatal wounds 
in a desperate duel. William Edwards, 
aged 26, of Sheboygan, Wis., was found early 
one morning half way between this city and 
Mishawaka, suffering from a bullet wound 
in the stomach. His hat was riddled with 
bullets, and the powder burns on his fore- 
head and breast showed the shots had been 
fired at close range. Edwards told contra- 
dictory stories, all evidently untruths, and 
his manner indicated that he was all the 
time trying to suppress the true facts. He 
lingered a week, but nothing other than his 
parents’ names could be obtained from him. 

The strange shooting quite passed out ot 

mind, when public interest is again awak- 
ened by the revelation of the facts. Edwards 
associated with a gang that rendezvoused 
in Lang's ravine, a desolate spot along the 
Lake Shore railroad, and the scene of many 
train robberies. He quarreled with another 
member of the gang, until both became bit- 
ter enemies. Finally they agreed upon a 
duel, but their friends refused to accompany 
them, so it was decided that both should go 
to a lonely spot, armed with revolvers, and 
pace off thirty feet. Each man was to slow- 
ly count three, turn, and commence shoot- 
ing. 
Edwards fell, shot through the stomach, 
and his companion duelist escaped unscath- 
ed. Edwards pleaded for mercy. His op- 
ponent then carried Edwards to a house, 
took away the two revolvers, and left him. 
Edwards lived a week, but faithfully kept his 
‘promise not to divulge the facts of the duel. 


DENIED A CHANGE OF VENUE. 


Charles L. Draper Must Stand Trial in 
Morgan County, III., on the 
Charge of Murder. 


Jacksonville, III., Nov. 13.—[{Special.]—The 
attention of the Circuit Court, Judge Shirley 
or Carlinville presiding, was occupied today 
with the hearing of a petition for a change 
of venue in the case of the People ys. Charles 
L. Draper, under indictment for the murder 
of Charles L. Hastings in the law office of 
Judge E. P. Kirby on the night of March 
$1, 1897. Draper’s counsel consists of D. P. 
Dyer of St. Louis, General John M. Palmer 
of Springfield, Judge Cyrus Epler, and 
George W. Smith of this city. State’s At- 
torney J. Marshall Miller is assisted in the 
prosecution by Judge Charles A. Barnes, 
Julian P. Lippincott, and J. J. Reeve, all of 
this city. 

The petition was a voluminous affair, and 
in addition to containing extracts from the 
Chicago, St. Louis, and our local papers, 
Draper's confession, proceedings at the Cor- 
oner’s inquest, it recited that the defendant 
could not get a fair and impartial trial in 
Morgan County; that the minds of the peo- 
ple were made up and that influences had 
been brought to bear through the press 
which has caused general prejudice against 
the defendant. 

General Palmer and Judge Epler argued 
the matter for Draper, while Miller and 
Barnes spoke in opposition to the petition. 
Hundreds of affidavits were presented by 
each side in support of their respective 
theories. After a careful consideration of 
the matter and in a lengthy decision, Judge 
Shirley overruled the petition and set the 
oe of the case for Dec. 6 in our Circuit 

ourt. 


TROUBLE FEARED AT OSGOOD. 


Another Lynching Party Threatened in 
Ripley County, Ind., and Citi- 
mens Are Alarmed.

Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 13.—[Special.]— 
Nothing can be learned from Governor 
Mount or Attorney General Ketcham con- 
cerning the matter of bringing to justice 
the members of the Ripley County mob that 
lynched five men at Versailles recently. The 
only thing tangible is the statement that 
the investigation has not been dropped. In 
the meantime there is another outbreak 
threatened in Ripley County. 

Many of the lynchers, who beat out the 
brains of three of their victims in the jail 
before they were strung up, are generally 
known, and several have been receiving let- 
ters threatening assassination. Some of the 
gang, who left Osgood the day following the 
lynching, fearing a second visit from the 
regulators, are scattered over the State, and 
some are said to have slipped back home re- 
cently, believing that Governor Mount would 
see that they are protected. ‘ 

The threatening letters have stirred up the 
regulators, and a report was received today 
that certain well known citizens in the 
county have been purchasing Winchesters 
lately, and another midnight raid is feared. 


PULITZER IS PERFECTLY WELL. 


Telegraphs Denying the Report Sent 
Out That He Was in Pre- 
carious Health. 


New York, Nov. 13.—[Special. I- The alarm- 
ing reports concerning the health of Joseph 
Pulitzer, proprietor of the World, are said 
to be without any foundation whatever. 
When informed of the rumors concerning 
his health Mr. Pulitzer telegraphed to Brad- 
ford Merrill, managing editor of the World, 
to the following effect: All nonsense; am 
perfectly well.“ 

The report of Mr. Pulitzer’s illness said 
his physician had been hastily summoned 
to Bar Harbor from New York. The conclu- 
sion was probably hurriedly formed that it 
was the editor who was ill. The misappre- 
hension was doubtless due to the fact that 
Mr. Pulitzer’s daughter Lucile, about 17 
years old, has been ill for two months and 
has lately suffered a serious relapse. 


BORERS DESTROYING OYSTERS. 


Great Havoc Made by Them in the Beds 
in the Great South Bay Off 
Long Island. 


Sayville, L. I., Nov. 11.—The oyster men 
on Great South Bay are suffering serious 
loss through the work of the borer, a small 
shell fish not larger than a pea. The borers 
are killing off thousands of bushels of choice 
Blue Bar —— attacking especially the young 
oysters, which have thin shells. In less than 
a week entire beds of oyster seed have been 
destroyed. Old oyster men say that it takes 
a borer less than an hour to drill a hole 
through the hardest oyster shell. After 
sucking out a certain portion of the oyster 
the borer drops off and attacks another shell. 

The bay men are all praying for cold 
weather. As soon as the water becomes 
chilled the borers bury themselves deep in 
the mud for protection. Oyster men report 
that no less than 50,000 bushels of fine seed 
have been killed in the last month.

Secretary A. L. Hayes’ Absence 
the Cause of Unrest. 


MONEY CLAIMED IS NOT PAID 


A. L. Hayes, secretary of the Loan and 
Investment company, room 507, 167 Dear- 
born street, has been missing from the city 
for a week, and in consequence of his ab- 
sence the affairs of that concern have been 
placed in the hands of a custodian by djrec- 
tion of State Auditor of Public Accounts 
McCullough. J. B. Wilbur, President of the 
Royal Trust company, was notified at 2 p. 
m. yesterday in a telegram from Mr. Mc- 
Cullough at Springfield to take charge of 
the company’s affairs and at once proceeded 
to do so. é, 

Just what the condition of the Loan and 
Investment company’s finances is none of 
its officers seems to know, and that is why a 
custodian was appointed. 


Fails to Keep Appointments. 


Auditor McCullough’s action was the re- 
sult of a meeting of the Board of Directors, 
held on Friday afternoon. Nothing had becn 
seen or heard of the secretary since a week 
ago Saturday. Mr. Hayes had made ap- 
pointments to pay certain moneys to some 
of the shareholders last week. They called 
in accordance with this arrangement, but, 
as Hayes was not to be found, they did not 
get their money. This caused considerable 
uneasiness, and to avoid further trouble the 
directors determined to ask for an official 
examination of the company’s accounts. 

A resolution to that effect was adopted, 
and W. C. Craven, Vice President, took a 
copy of it to Springfield on Friday night, the 
result being the appointment of Mr. Wilbur. 

The telegram from the State Auditor. 
shorn of address and signature, read as fol- 
lows: 

Take receivership of Loan and Investment com- 
pany. Examine books thoroughly. Full instruc- 
tions by mall. 


Wilbur’s Accountants at Work. 


Mr. Wilbur appointed A. A. Johnston, 
Arthur Fitzsimmons, and Charles N. Stan- 
ton, accountants of the Royal Trust com- 
pany, to make the examination. They took 
charge of all the books and papers of the 
Loan and Investment company, removed 
them to another room in the building, and 
began their work. Mr. Johnston said it 
would proBably be a week before they could 
make a report. 

Mr. Wilbur said he knew nothing whatever 
as to the condition of the company, and 
would not know until the accountants had 
progressed further in their examination. 

J. F. Wright, attorney for the company, 
said Hayes left on Saturday night, ostensi- 
bly to visit friends in Whitehall, III. Mr. 
Wright did not know whether the funds had 
been disturbed, or whether any books were 
missing. He said the assets of the concern 
probably wold amount to $30,000. . 

The last report of our finances, said Mr. 
Wright., showed that the assets greatly ex- 
ceeded the liabilities. We have of late de- 
voted our labors toward gradually closing up 
the affairs of the company, as the business 
has not paid. Final liquidation by this 
method was contemplated.“

Some years ago Otto Lilienthal, who was 
killed in Germany while conducting flight 
experiments, glided through the air on ap- 
paratus constructed by himself by means of 


which it was shown for the first time that 


man’s weight could be supported in the 
atmosphere on wings. During the few years 
prior to his death he made thousands of 
flights with no accidents. They were all 
made, however, against the wind, save on 
one or two occasions, when he succeeded in 
going quartering with it, but his machines 
could not be depended upon to do this save 
at the rarest intervals. The recently con- 
structed Chicago machine will go quartering 
with the wind at any and all times, at the 
will of the navigator, and therefore the gain 
made is positive and abiding. 


Improvement on Lilienthal’s Machine. 
Lilienthal preserved his equilibrium in the 
air by movements of his body so that when- 
ever the amount of the pressure under his 
Wings shifted he shifted his weight to cor- 
respond and thus maintained his balance. 
The Chicago aeronautic scientist, Octave 
Chanute, who had made a close study of 
Linienthal's methods, came to the conclusion 
t a reverse of the German's operation to 
maintain his balance might be preferable. 
The Chicago man thought it might be bet- 
der to provide some moving mechanism wich- 
in the machitie itself which would serve to 
bring back the supporting surfaces over the 
center of gravity of the man so that he need 
not move at all. The experiments which 
Were conducted in Indiana in 1896 were de- 
Bigned to test the value of this idea. It was 
shown that Mr. Chanute’s theory was sound 
in every particular. Two machines were

AVALANCHE IN SHEEP’S CAMP. 


Graphic Description of the Recent 
Snowslide in the Chilkoot 
Pass Country. 


„Larry Davis has been away from St. 
Louis since last July, and his most recent 
letter is dated from a camp in the Chilkoot 
Pass, Sept. 24. It was sent overland by an 
Indian and by steamer to Seattle. It gives 
a vivid account of the great avalanche wich 
swept away so many lives about Sept. 17. 
Davis left the city in company with three 
other St. Louisans, Burdett, Date, and 
Farry. The two former left him at Dyea 
and tha latter went to Dawson,. Davis 
picked up with a young man named Reed, 
and the two determined to engage in mer- 
cantile business. Davis says there is more 
real“ Klondike ' in trading than in the gold 
fields. The two young men secured a stock 
of goods and entered the Chilkoot Pass. 
Near Sheep’s Camp they located and opened 
the first store“ in the wintry pass. The 
„Store consisted of a tent, in the bottom 
of which the stock of goods had been placed 
on a strip of canvas. They transported their 
goods to the camp on the back of an ox. 
After they got there, intending to spend 
the winter, they killed the ox, and at the 
time the letter was sent they had sold half 
the carcass for food and realized $140. The 
ox cost but $120, so they expect to realize a 
handsome profit. 

It was the morning after their arrival at 
their location, near Sheep’s Camp, three 
miles above the snow line on the side of the 
mountain, that the big avalanche occurred. 
Davis arose at about 6 o'clock, and, leaving 
the tent, started to feed the ox. As he 
stepped out into the open air he heard an 
ominous rumble from far up in the cafion. 
Surprised and not knowing what it meant, 
Davis stopped and gazed off toward Sheep’s 
Camp, three miles away. The rumble in- 
creased to a roar, and was followed by a 
mighty booming. Then came a great flood 
of water down a great cafion off to his left, 
and following this was the avalanche with 
its masses of rock larger than. suburban 
cottages. Everything was carried before it 
down to the bed of the river, and then, in- 
stead of being swallowed up, it bore before 
it a great wall of water, and didn’t spend its 
fury until long after Sheep’s Camp was 
passed. 

Awe stricken by nature’s wild display of 
power, Davis stood motionless until the 
awful roar and booming had died away in 
the distance; then he called to his partner, 
Reed, and the two started down the moun- 
tain side toward Sheep's Camp to see what 
damage the avalanche had caused. Down 
near the bank of the stream they found a 
man lying on his back and groaning with 
pain. He had been frightfully mangled by 
the rocks of the avalanche. Davis raised 
the dying man’s head to his knees and Reed 
pushed on toward Sheep’s Camp fora physi- 
cian. After Reed had gone the man’s pain 
seemed to leave him, and in a lucid moment 
he said that his name was Choynski, and 
he was a cousin of Joe Choynski, the prize- 
fighter. Before the physician and Reed re- 
turned Choynski breathed his last with his 
head oh Davis’ knee. They cared for the

THRIFT FOR FOR TOTS, 


Good Effect of 4 Savings 
System in Public Schools. 


POPULAR WITH PUPILS. 


Results of a Few Weeks’ Trial in 
the Fallon School. 


SAVE $200. IN ONE MONTH. 


Efforts Being Made to Institute Plan 
in Other Grades. 


HOW THE WORK IS CARRIED ON. 


HE spirit of thrift and saving has taken 

possession of the pupils of the Chicago 

public schools. Not all of them, to be 

sure, have come under its spell, but a 

good work started in a modest way is 
gradually gaining ground, and it is probable 
that before long the majority will have en- 
tered upon a stewardship which, if faithfully 
filled, will result in ultimate riches. 

The penny savings system established last 
June in Chicago by the Civic federation has 
recently been given a foothold in the public 
schools. The boys and girls are saving their 
pennies and dimes, and the trade in chewing 
gum, lollypops, and cigarets lags. The 
Board of Education has not thus far official- 
ly sanctioned the scheme, but it has raised no 
objection to its introduction into the schools 
when the banking business is transacted out 
of school hours. This has thrown a Wurden 
on the teachers, but as the work is-éntirely 
voluntary on their part they are bearing it 
cheerfully, and more and more of them 
every day are offering to share in the labor 
to the end that their charges may be taught 
the spirit of economy which is saving in 
more senses than one. 


It Spreads to Messenger Boys. 


School children are not the only persons 
who are interested. Many a man who lives 
up to his income and who may look with pity 
on the newsboy who brushes by might save 
his pity, for more than likely he is looking 
on a capitalist with the proof thereof but- 
toned inside a more than threadbare coat. 
Bootblacks, meseenger boys, cash boys, and 
cash girls are becoming bank depositors 
and slowly sowing the seeds of future 
wealth. 

In accordance with the plans of the sys- 
tem books are issued to the depositors, and 
in each book thirty-six little squares are 
marked off. Brightly colored stamps of 
three denominations are sold for their face 
value—one cent, five cents, or ten cents—to 
the children, and these stamps are pasted 
into the little squares in the book, the stamps 
showing the amount of money deposited 
with the Penny Savings System, which is an 
Incorporated institution acting within the 
Civic federation. 

A child may withdraw its money at any 
time by presentation of its bdok, but it has 
been found that most of the youthful de- 
positors prefer to open bank accounts and 
transfer, as they are urged’to do, from the 
savings system to the savings bank. 

Principal Orris J. Milliken of the Falion 
School, Forty-second and Wallace streets, 
has a thriving agency of the system in his 
school. He limits the number of depositors 
to 200, because to extend the list further 
would be to make the work so burdensome 
that it could not well be borne. He also re- 
stricts the banking privijege to pupils of the 
higher grades save in one instance, the ex- 
ception being the room in the fourth grade 
under the charge of Miss Keary. She plead- 
ed so earnestly for the privilege and believed 
sO thoroughly in the utility of the plan that 
books were issued to such of her pupils as 
wished them. .There are fifty pupils in her 
room and the depositors number forty-seven 
of these. 


Fallon School as an Example. 


But few of the pupils of the Fallon School 
are of wealthy parents. There is a large 
number of newsboys among the children, 
and forty of these have accounts with the 
savings system and five of them are full- 
fledged bank depositors and are drawing 
interegt on their money like the little capi- 
talisits that they are. There are 200 book- 
holders in the school, and of these about 
twenty have transferred their money to 
some of the big down-town institutions, - 

It people could thoroughly realise,“ said 
Principal Milliken of the Fallon School, 
“just how much good has been accom- 
plished in the few weeks that our pupils have 
been saving their pence they would see to it 
that the system was speedily adopted else- 
where. Why, the gain in knocking out, as 
it were, the gum chewing habit is alone 
worth the trouble that the bookkeeping and 


| the sale of stamps costs us. I know to my 


own knowledge that a number of the boys 
who smoked cigarets when away from the 
school have broken the habit off short and 
are putting their nickels into the bank. 

There are a good many poor families not 
far from the school. Some few of them are 
at times in actual want. In the past we 
have been called upon at different times to 
supply shoes for the children that they 
might attend school. Now, just here notice 
h¢ew self-respecting the worthy poor are. 
A few cents, a nickel, or a dime now and 
then come into the way cf all children. 
Childlike, their first impulse is to spend 
the cash in hand for some temporary in- 
Culgence in sweets. We have found that 
among those who have been the most faith- 
ful depositors, whenever possible, are the 
children who in the past we have supplied 
with shoes. We have also found thatina 
large number of instances that as soon 
as the price of a pair of shoes was saved 
the money was withdrawn and the shoes pur- 
chased. It is that sort of spirit of independ- 
ence which this Penny Savings System has 
iaculcated. 


Teaches Economy to Parents. 


“The system, as inaugurated by the Civic 
federation, admits deposits from all ages, 
adults as well as children. This school 
agency is the only one in this section of the 
city, and I have found out that in a great 
many instances parents are making their 
children agents for the depositing of the 
money here. In other words, the pupil, by 
trying to save a little something himself, 
has taught the parents the lesson of the 
virtue of economy. There is a pathetic side 
to this matter of saving which shows itself 
occasionally. A child saves his pennies, 
denies himself those little things which are 
dear to childhood, and then when the little 
hoard has grown to what to a childish mind

It is the same story everywhere. We are so 
young yet that it is impossible to tell just to 
what proportions we mm grow, bul in New 
York last year, where th system is a num- 
ber of years old, the deposits amounted to 
$100, 000, and perhaps more. 

“I have an agency here, and on my list 
is a large number of messenger boys, many 
of whom. have already started full-fledged 
bank accounts, as we want them to do. I 
have also on my list one little tot aged 4 
who has opened an aécount on the proceeds 
of the sale of paper parasols which he 
learned how to make in the kindergarten. 
Out in Englewood the Bureau of Charities 
has taken up the work. Friendly visitors go 
about, show the system, and induce people 
to take it up, for the poor need to be started 
on the saving road.“ 

The introduction of the penny saving sys- 
tem into Chicago was primarily due to the 
efforts of the Rev. R. A. White. Its object 
is to encourage and make attractive the sav- 
ing of small sums from one cent upwards. 
It is an essential part of the scheme that 
those who have saved should be urged to 
open an account with some first-class say- 
ings bank as soon as the amount saved 
reaches $30 or more. The idea is simply to 
start ehildren, working people, the naturally 
improvident, and others in the direction of 


economy, knowing that the habit once root- 


ed may live, and that the future may hold 
comfort instead of possible penury. 


RHYMES OF ENGLISH PLACES. 


Queer Verses Celebrating the Pecu- 
liarities of Various Localities 
in Great Britain.

Respecting .certain places in Norfdlk we 
find this rhyme: 

Halvergate hares, Reedham rats, 
Southwood swine, and Cantley cats, 
Acie asses, Moulton mules, 

Beighton bears, and Freethorpe fools. 

Of Ely, in Cambridgeshire, we are told: 

Three things you may at Elysee 
A windmill, mounted up on high, 
The lantern chapel of St. Mary. 

A vineyard yielding wine yearly. 


The inhabitants of certain villages between 


Cromer and Norwich are thus alluded to: 
Blicking flats, Aylsham fliers, 
Marsham peewits, and Hevingham Mars. 

In Sussex there is an amusing rhyme to 
this effect: 

Arundel mullet—etinking fish, 
Hats it off a dirty dish, 
which is said by the people of Offham to the 
folk of Arundel; the retort is: 
Offham dingers, churchbell ringers, 
Only taters for your Sunday dinners. 
A ae referring to Rockingham in But- 
landshire says: 
Rockingham, poor people, 
Nasty town, castle down, 
One bell, wooden steeple. 
Of Hoveton, in Norfolk, it is said: 
Hoveton church, with never a steeple, 
Sickiy parson, ungodly people. 

Wooton-under-Weaver, ſn Staffordshire, is 

described as: 
Wooton-under-Weaver, 
Where God came never. 
In Oxfordshire we afe told that: 
Dirty Banbury’s proud people 
Built a church without a steeple. 

The old church was pulled down in the vear 
17038 The present edifice is an ugly struct- 
ure in the Italian style, and its want of a 
spire and the character the town formerly 
had for dirt gave rise to the couplet. 

At Bowden, in Northamptonshire, the 
rhyme runs: 

Little Bowden, poor people, 
Leather bells, wooden steeple. 
Of Stoke Golding, in Leicestershire, it is 
said: 
Stoke Golding, Stoke Golding 
Where the boys kiss the girls without holding. 
A particularly appropriate rhyme is: 
Stow-on-the- Wold, 
Where the wind blows cold. 

A rhyme respecting certain villages in 

Lincolnshire is very curious: 
Waddingham bite all, Snitterby smite all, 
Atterby stands in the clay; 
Norton hogs and Glentham dogs 
Seared Caenby all away; 
Normandy pots, Owmby pans, 
And Saxby new milk cheese, 
Spridlington hares, Hackthorne fairs, 
And Welton bumble bees. 


In Cheshire we are told: 

The Mayor of Altrincham and the Mayor of Over, 
The one is a thatcher and the other a dauber. 
—apparently references to the humble call- 
ings followed by the former Mayors of those 
two towns. 

Respecting Bewdley, in Worcestershire, we 
find this couplet: 

For ringers, singers, and a crier, 
Bewdley excels all Worcestershire. 
Petworth, in Surrey, is thus alluded to: 
Proud Petworth, poor people, 
High church, crooked steeple. 
A Kentish rhyme runs: 
Deal, Dover, and Harwich, 
The devil gave his daughter in marriage, 
And by a codicil of his will, 
He added Helvecot and the Brill. 
In the County of Durham we find the fol- 
lowing couplet: 
Seaton Sluice and Hartlepool Mill, 
The one goes round, the other stands still. 
And in the same county we are told: 
When Yarm swims and Ecclescliff swims, 
Ainslaby will be a market town. 

Yorkshire rhymes are very numerous. At 
Stainton, near Barnard Castle, we have sét 
forth the virtues of a most valuable spring:

Again, in the same county, there is St. Di- 
ana’s Well, whose pure water hds long been 
proverbial:

Mr. Holmes is undoubtedly an accurate and 
careful writer, but no one can read this book 
and leave it with the opinion that he is a 
brilliant writer. He deals simply in facts, 
and, except the notes supplied by the Queen, 
his facts are not new. It is her Majesty's 
connection with the book that gives it its 
value. In his preface Mr. Holmes tells ug 
that in 1896 he was asked by Messrs. Bous- 
od, Valadon & Co, to write for them a 
biography of the Queen, which should be 
illustrated by pictures from the royal collec- 
tion. rian at Windsor Castle he 
could not do this without first asking and ob- 
taining permission of her Majesty.

army of the Crimea, and to a portion of the 
non-commissioned officers and privates of 
regiments which had been engaged in the 
Bast, who had returned to this country on 
leave or disabled by their wounds, the war 
medals they had deserved by their gallant 
service. The Queen herself best describes 
this touching ceremonial in @ letter of the 
224 of May to the King of the Belgians. 
„Ernest will have told you what a beautiful 
and touching sight and ceremony (the first 
of the kind ever witnessed in England) the 
distribution of the medals was. From the 
highest Prince of the blood to the lowest 
private, all received the same distinction for 
the bravest conduct in the severest actions, 
and the rough hand of the brave and honest 
private soldier came for the first time in con- 
tact with that of their Sovereign and Queen. 
Noble fellows! I own TI feel as if they were 
my own children—my heart beats for them 
as for my nearest and dearest! They were 
0 touched, so pleased—many, I hear, cried; 
and they won't hear of giving up their medals 
to have their names engraved upon them, for 
fear they should not receive the identical 
one put into their hands by me! Several 
came by in a sadly mutilated state. None 
created more interest or is more gallant than 
young Sir Thomas Trowbridge, who had at 
Inkermann one leg and the foot of another 
carried away by a round shot, and continued 
commanding his battery till the battle was 
over. He was dragged by in a bath- 
chair, and when I gave him his medal I told 
him I should make him one of my aids-de- 
camp for his gallant conduct, to which he 
replied: ‘lamamply repaid for everything.’ 
One must love and revere such soldiers as 


those.“ 


Her Majesty at Napoleon's Tomb. 


The Queen and Prince Consort returned the 
visit of the French Emperor and Empress. 
and under their guidance saw the historical 
monuments of Paris. After seeing a review 
of 45,000 troops, the Queen wrote in her 
journal: We drove straight to the Hotel 
des Invalides, under the dome of which Na- 
poleon lies, late ag it was, because we were 
most anxious not to miss this, perhaps the 
most important act of all in this very inter- 
esting and eventful time. It was nearly 7 
when we arrived. All the invalides—chiefly 
of the former, but some of the present, war— 
were drawn up on either side of the court 
into which we drove. . There were four 
torches which lit us along, and added to the 
solemnity of the scene, which was striking 
in every way. Tho church is fine and lofty. 
We went to look from above into the open 
vault. The coffin is not yet there, but 
in a small side chapel, De St. Jerome. Into 
this the Emperor led me, and there I stood, 
at the arm of Napoleon III., his nephew, be- 
fore the coffin of England's bitterest foe; I, 
the granddaughter of that King who hated 
him most and who most vigorously opposed 
him, and this very nephew, who bears his 
name, being my nearest and dearest ally! 
The organ of the church was playing God 
Save the Queen at the time, and this sol- 
emn scene took place by torchlight, and 
during a thunder-storm. Strange and won- 
derful indeed!

AZEL v. HATCH GIVES BOARD'S SIDE 
OF CONTROVERSY. ~ 

He Suppertse His Views with Copiecus 
Extracts from Karly Agreements, 
Legislation, and Other Official A- 
tion Bearing Upon the Subject, and 
Goes Into the Matter at Length to 
Support the Claims of the Body 
Which He Represents. 


Chicago,. Nov. 18. [Editor or The Trib- 
une. I—In view of the representations which 
have been made to the public éoncerning the 
position of the Chicago Public Library 
board in the controversy with the Grand 
Army Hall and Memorial association con- 
cerning the lease of certain premises in 
the Library Building, I desire to make the 
following statement of facts: 

In February, 1888, Judges Harlan and 
Blodgett, in deciding the lake front cases, 
held that the title to Dearborn Park was in 
the City of Chicago. In the following year 
a bill was passed by the Legislature of II- 
linois authorizing. the Soldiers’. Home in 
Chicago to erect a memorial hall on the 
north one-quarter. of Dearborn Park. The 
Soldiers’ Home did not have the means avail- 
able for such a purpose and were unable to 
obtain the consent of the adjacent property- 
cwners, and never obtained the right of 
possession from the City of Chicago. 

in May, 1890, the Common Council, by 
an ordinanee, delivered the possession of 
Dearborn Park to the Chicago Public Li- 
brary for the purpose of ererting a library 
building. 

On Jan. 10, 1891, the Grdnd Army Hall 
and Memorial association of Illinois sent a 
communication in writing to the directors 
of me Chicago Public Library, stating the 
needs and requirements of the Grand Army 
posts and suggesting that an agreement 
ought to be executed between the parties 
in interest clearly defining the rights of the 
parties. This communication states that 
the Grand Army Hall and Memorial asso- 
ciation was incorporated and organized to 
make all necessary arrangements or agree- 
ments for the erection of u memorial hall 
and that the association had full power 
and authority to act for the various Grand 
Army posts in the city in all matters per- 
taining to the erection and construction of 
a Grand Army memorial hall. It also calls 
attention to the fact that the ordinance 
under which the library had taken posses- 


‘gion of Dearborn Park did not fix the size 


of the hall nor define its general arrange- 
ment or plan, and suggests that these mat- 
ters ought to be arranged and agreed upon, 
aud requests that 20,000 square feet of floor 
space be set apart for a memorial hall, and 
that such hall be located on the second 
floor at the north end of the building. 


The Contract. 

On Jan. 19, 1891, Kirk Hawes, President 
of that association, sent the form of a 
proposed contract to the directors of the 
Public Library and urged its adoption. 

An agreement was prepared, dated Jan. 
24, 1891, which was executed by the Grand 
Army Hall and Memorial association as 
attorney in fact for the Soldiers’ Home in 
Chicago, and by the Chicago Public Library, 
which provided among other things: 

As soon as said hall is constructed the Chicago 
Public Library shall execute a lease of the same, 
together with such smaller hall and ante-rooms 
as may be connected therewith, to the Grand Army 
Hall and Memorial association of Illinois for the 
term fifty years, at a rental of $10 per year, 
which lease shall not contain any unusual or un- 
„ me a restrictions or provisions, and 
hd 


y the Grand 
emorial asseciation of Illinois, 

which lease shall authorize the direct 

Grand Army Hall and emorial association of 
lilinois to permit the use of said halis and ante- 
rooms by such other organizations ef Union soldiers 
and sailors of the late civil war having their head- 
quarters in Cook Cousty, as the directors of the 
Gren Army Hall and Memorial association may 
elect. 

Under this agreement a bill Was presented 


to the Legislature and became a law, ap- 
proved June 2, 1891,.which authorized the 
Soldiers’ Home in Chicago to sell and con- 
vey all of its interest in Dearborn Park to 
the Chicago Public Library upon such 
terms and conditions as may be agreed 
upon.“ In pursuance of that statute the Sol- 
diers’ Home, at request of the Grand Army 
Hall and Memorial association, conveyed 
its interest in Dearborn Park to the Chicago 
Public Library by deed dated July 1, 1891, 
but not delivered until Nov. 24, 1891. At the 
same time another contract was executed 
and delivered in consideration of that deed, 
which embodied the same condition above 
quoted in relation to the terms of the lease 
to be made to the Grand Army Hall and 
Memorial association, 

The first contract was ratified at a regu- 
lar meeting of the Grand Army. Hall and 
Memorial aseociation held Feb. 12, 1891, 
and a certified copy of the resolution author- 
izing its President and Secretary to execute 
the agreement was delivered to the Chicago 
Public Library. 

The contract of Oct. 24, 1801, was the result 
of numerous conferences and much negotia- 
tion, extending over several months, be- 
tween the directors of the library and the 
Grand Army Hall and Memorial association. 
The details of the arrangement of space to 
be occupied by the Memorial Hall and ante- 
rooms were agreed upon with that asso- 
ciation. The character of the finish and 
decorations, the size and arrangement of 
the rooms, and afi of the details of the plans 
were discussed and agreed upon. Not only 
was this contract made by the request and 
active negotiation and participation of the 
Grand Army Hall and Memorial association 
and for its benefit, but after the contract 
was made, and while it was being performed 
by the library in erecting the building and 
constructing the Grand Army Hall, that 
association repeatedly claimed under that 
contract and insjsted.upon its performance, 


G. A. R. Architect. 


The Grand Army Hall and Memorial as- 
sociation appointed W. L. B. Jenney con- 
sulting architect, who from 1891 to 1897 
inspected and reviewed all of the plans and 
specifications relating to the premises in- 
tended to be leased, and was in constant 
conference and consultation with the archi- 
tects of the board in relation to all of these 
matters and approved of everything that 
was done. 

Kirk Hawes, the President of that associa- 
tion, by a letter dated Jan. 10, 1893, sent to 
the architects of the Library board a copy 
of the agreement of Oct. 24, 1801, and m- 
sisted upon its performance in the detaila 
of the interior finish and ornamentation of 
the premises to be leased. 

Again, President Hawes, by a letter dated 
Nov. 18, 1808, speaks of the contract of 
Oct, 24, 1891, ag follows,

by the Grand Army Hall and Memorial as- 
sociation, not only fully, but generously, and 
has expended approximately $400,000 in ad- 
dition to what would otherwise have been 
required in the construction of the building 
in providing the rooms proposed to be leased 
to that association. The Library board has 
at all times been ready and willing to ex- 
ecute a lease upon the terms of its contract, 
but the Grand Army Hall and Memorial 
association insists that it will not and can- 
hot perform the contract which was made 
at its suggestion and by its request and by 
ites agent and trustee for its Denefit, and 
which it has for six years claimed under 
and insisted upon. 

That association insists that it has the 
right to. repudiate the contract of Oct. 24, 
1891, and that the following language in 
the act of June 2, 1891, imposes upon the 
library the obligation to heat and light the 
premises to be leased free of expense to 
the Grand Army Memoria! Hall and Memo- 
rial association. The language of the act 
is as follows:

This language imposes no duty upon the 
Chicago Public Library beyond the construc- 
tion of the hall. The words to be known 
and forever maintained as a memorial hall 
are intended as a provision of general law 
to prevent that hall from being changed in 
its character or use. They are equally bind- 
ing upon all the world, and constitute a pro- 
hibition against every one against using that 
hall at any time for any purpose other than 
a memorial hall, and have no reference 
whatever to supplying heat, light, or any 
other expense in relation thereto. 

The second section of the act provides that 
the Soldiers’ Home in Chicago may sell its 
interest in Dearborn Park to the Chicago 
Public Library upon such terms and con- 
ditions as may be agreed upon.“ The terms 
and conditions of that sale were agreed upon 
— are expressed in the contract of Oct. 24,

Legislative Construction, 


Moreover, the last Legislature, in making 
an appropriation of $31,000 for the purpose 
of furnishing and caring for Memorial Hall, 
placed the following construction upon the 
act of June 2, 1891:

This appropriation was obtained upon the 
representations of the Grand Army Hall and 
Memorial assoctation, which were expressed 
in the act as above recited. No reason has 
been assigned why the Grand Army Hall 
and Memorial association should not use 
the appropriation of $31,000 above men- 
tioned. Not to exceed §6,000 will be required 
for furnishing the premises, leaving $25,000 
as an available appropriation for the pur- 
pose of maintaining and caring for those 
rooms. No reason has been assigned why 
an application may not be made for further 
appropriations to the Legislature in the 
same manner that this appropriation was 
procured. 

The Library board also contends that even 
if the act of June 2, 1891, could be construed 
to mean what the Grand Army Hall and 
Memorial association now claims such a con- 
struction would make the act unconstitu- 
tional and void for the reason that it would 
be making a donation to a private corpora- 
tion, and consequently be in contravention 
to the constitution, which provides— 

That no county, city, town, or township, or other 

Pa l ever become subscriber to the 
capital s any ralirond or private corpora- 
tion,. or make donation or loan its credit in aid of 
such corporation, 

The Supreme Court of Illinois, in the case 
of Washingtonian Home vs. Chicago, 157 III., 
414, states this principle: 


The revenues of a city cannot be donated by the 
officers of a city or by the City Council to any per- 
son they may think entitled to the same, bui. on 
the other hand, such revenues can only be paid 
out or appropriated by the City Council and by its 
officers in the manner and for the purposes au- 
thorized by law. 


The request of the Grand Army Hall and 
Memorial association to furnish free heat 
and light for the premises to be leased would 
impose upon the library an annual expense 
of $5,000 to $6,000. This would amount for 
the term of the lease to $250,000 to 5300, 000. 

The Grand Army Hall and Memorial as- 
sociation has presented a proposition which 
it calls a compromise proposition, offering 
to reduce the term of the lease from fifty 
to forty years and to turn over to the library 
at the end of the forty years whatever books, 
papers, pictures, and other memorabilia 
of the war it may have on hand and asks 
as consideration therefor that the library 
shall assume by a contract to pay for the 
term of forty years the expense for— 


Such heat, light, and water for said Memorial 
Hall, smaller hall, rotunda, and ante-rooms us the 
G Army Hall and Memorial association may 
require and as may be necessary for the proper 
use and enjoyment of said premises, 


This amounts to a proposition that the 
library shall pay in cash during the term of 
the next forty years $200,000 to $240,000, in 
consideration of a term for ten years begin- 
ning forty years hence, and for such books, 
papers, paintings, etc., said to be intended 
to be collected, but which may never be 
collected and which may not be preserved 
until the end of forty years and which may 
have little or no merit or value at any time. 
This consideration seems to the writer ut- 
terly inadequate for what is demanded of 
the library, that it would afford no excuse 
or justification for the use of public moneys 
in that manner.

WEALTH NOT THE POOR MAN’S FOE 


HICAGO, Nov. 12.—-[ Editor of The 

Tribune.]—I have read some of the 

comments in THE TRIBUNE on the 

question: Whether Labor Is Better 

Off Without Capital or Capitalists.” 
Any assumption that labor could be prosper- 
ous without capital appears to me 80 ridicu- 
jous, so unreasonable, and so void of con- 
sistent principle, that it seems to me almost 
gilly to spend time in arguing the question, 
though it may be well to be more rational 
and review the ground and see whether the 
go-called poor laborer is after all such a 
great sufferer by the so-called grasping hand 
ot the wealthy. 

‘Before entering into argument it is im- 

ant to consider a strong characteristic 
prominently developed in human nature, 
that is, envy. While envy at first thought 
appears a decidedly objectionable quality 
it is in reality the greatest gift in human 
make-up. For envy is one of the chief 
fundamental principles that insures the 
progress of the human race, if not of all life 
in the universe. Without envy man would 
de contented, and man once contented 
would soon stand still, and then degenera- 
tion would be the natural sequence. We do 
not énvy the lot of a miserable person, there- 
fore we aim toward superior conditions. 

Labor envies capital. It is a desire for 
betterment only, and it is this very desire 
that has raised the laboring, as well as all 
other classes in the general scale. Now, let 
me further say: As long as man exists there 
will be a constant changing of station, con- 
dition, and wealth. The idea of equality 18 
as impossible as to expect that all future 
generations will have only one standard of 
qualification, character, and strength, men- 
tally and physically. Never were there two 
trees exactly alike, nor will there ever be 
two people exactly alike, except in the func- 
tion of preservation and aim to build upinto 
the higher order of perfection. Everything 
in nature reaches out with jealousy for 
ampler material to supply the need for de- 
velopment. So does man grasp after what- 
ever adds to his comfort, utility, and pres- 
ervation. 1

PR sa does Labor ever stop to consider, if 
knows, that all the improvements were 
gradually developed by some one who luck- 
ily came into possession of a fortune, had 
inherited it from others, or had been accu- 
mulating it with frugality and caution for 
a lifetime?

If the world had waited 
for farmers, mechanics, small tradesmen, 
or labor generally to subscribe a dollar each 
for the purpose of building u railroad across 
the Rocky Mountains I am safe in saying 
that the road would never have been built, 
for it is the habit of the classes named to 
calculate only on coming in on the spoils 
and earnings, but never on any energetic 
proposition of figuring indirectly for the 
future. , 

Let us go back once more to the “ good 
old days” when every villager or urbanite 
had his little shop, when largé factories 
and stores were unknown, and what is the 
record? Working hours from 6in the morn- 
ing till 6 and 7 o’clock in the eVening. The 
mechanic would swing the sledge and blow 
the bellows or shove the plane or hammer 
the shoe peg wearily all day, and do it for 
a mere subsistence. But today he stands 
by an automatic machine, merely watching 
how the machine does the work, and the 
bellows runs by steam power air fans, set 
in motion by the mere touch of the hand. 

I could give page upon page of illustra- 
tions proving that capital is the founda- 
tion of all that means improved life. 

Allow me to make one more remark and 
criticise Labor in a light which no argu- 
ment can darken. I will say that laboring 
classes make themselves wretched because 
they aim too far, too fast, and beyond their 
real condition and station in.life. Many 
laborers think themselves equal in ability 
to their bosses or employers. They be- 
grudge the welfare of their brainy, wealthy 
employers and imagine that they them- 
selves are entitled to an equal division of 
their employers’ profits and accumulations 
without deserving a single penny of it. 

Another foolish theory maintained by La- 
bor is that all capital owes its existence en- 
tirely to the handicraft of labor. I say 
muscle is common, but good brain is a 
rare jewel, and it takes good brain to di- 
rect, Labor to the execution and the accom- 
plishment of results. Without brain, talent, 
and judgment to direct it Labor would be 
little more than waste of exertion. 

A man who can manage business affairs 
and successfully apply the handicraft of a 
thousand men to raw materials is worth 
as much as the thousand whom he keeps 
at productive work and in maintenance, 
but he does not get a tenth of it. Labor 
considers him no better than any one of 
the thousand. It is in this estimate Labor 
commits the worst mistake. 


Capital Not Labor’s Enemy. 


The idea that capital is an enemy to la- 
bor is another of the absurd theories cir- 
culated by labor demagogues and misleading 
leaders. The real fact is, that at the pres- 
ent age laber is lost sight of almost entire- 
ly in the struggle of business supremacy. 
It has become capital against capital. It is 
the great capital of one steamship com- 
pany wedging against another; the millions 
of one railroad against another; the hundred 
thousands of one flouring mill against the 
other; and all along the line of the whole 
industrial machinery and field. 

Some of our “ bagpipe’’ politicians go 
about blowing their wind instruments to 
gain the confidence of labor by denouncing 
**trusts,”’ and they cry that trusts are 
formed for the sole purpose of cheating and 
depressing labor, whereas, in truth, com- 
bines are formed to save themselves from 
crushing competition, whieh causes bank- 
ruptcy. As long as any class of business- 
men are prosperous they never think of 
consolidating with others in their line. It 
is onty tonsfdered when business is in a 
ruinous condition, and by consolidating cap- 
ital advantages are derived that will 
strengthen commercial ability and afford a 
protit. 

Another pet demand of these political agi- 
tators and self-styled reformers is that 
the poor, oppressed laborer must vote for 
free trade, “thereby preventing monopo- 
iies in this country from making millions 
off the poor.” Free trade would keep 
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prices down and give the poor cheaper | 


goods.“ But do these evildoefs ever ac- 
knowledge that they are making miillion- 
afres of manufacturers who ship their 
wares into this country under no tariff pro- 
tection? And will the shallow-brained 
blowhards ever realize that by importing 
any article that manufacturers in this coun- 
try have means and facilities to make they 
keep our factories in a state of idleness and 
our labor from getting work at fair wages? 

The last remark brings out the fact again 
that when labor is put on its own resources, 
in the absence of capital to create the plant 
and maintain the running of large works, 
labor is in distress. When labor is em- 
ployed by a corporation which is losing 
instead of making profits, then the works 
will be closed, but when the concern is earn- 
ing dividends labor is sure of steady em- 
ployment and ample pay for its services. 
Let capital be prosperous and labor will 
always get its share. Sucn is the history 
and experience of the commercial world. 
It is better for some captains of industry 
to get rich than that everybody should re- 
main poor. Capital is the foundation of 
the material welfare and prosperity of all 
mankind, and men who have come to be 
eapitalists over night will venture again 
und furnish means which are apt to lead to 
other beneficial advancement. 

When labor strikes a blow at capital it 
actually strikes at its own bread and meat 
with its greatest force. Would any portion 
of the labor element which so viciously 
aims insults at capital object to be capital- 
ists themselves? I doubt it. Only envy 
is at the bottom of it all, and it is well that 
it should be so, for it furnishes stimulant 
and creates energy and motives to strive 
after richer conditions, and whatever means 
riches means welfare, and whatever means 
welfare means happiness, and happiness 
is the true condition of life.

purposes of national defense, such as com- 
pleting and strengthening our fortifications 
along the Atlantic and gulf coasts; supply- 
ing them with the best’and most effective 
ordnance, improving the navy, and other- 
wise preparing for any emergency that may 
occur. Congress will be derelict in its duty 
if it fails to “ sit down on this Nicaragua 
| scheme in as emphatic a manner as possible. 


THE EXPOSITION BUILDING NECESSARY. 

The Chicago Commercial association, or- 
ganized to foster the interests of the mer- 
chants who compose it, and also of the 
general public, is working for the erection 
of a grand exposition building, to be built 
at the southern end of the park which is 
to be created in the outer harbor. 

When the plans for the utilization of the 
land to be made east of the Illinois Central 
tracks are carried out there will be a hand- 
some armory and parade ground at the 
north end, the Field Columbian Museum 
in the center, and a splendid permanent ex- 
position building at the southern extremity. 
Architect Burnham states that ground can 
be secured there to accommodate a 
structure 700 feet long east and west and 
500 wide north and south. 

That there ought to be an annual exposi- 
tion in Chicago no one will deny. Those 
which were held from 1878 to 1891 in the 
old wooden structure on the lake front were 
worth millions to the city. They brought 
throngs of people here from all parts of 
the West to make exhibits and to see the 
exhibits of others. The merchants sold 
more goods, the hotels and shopkeepers 
generally did better business because of the 
expositions. They were not such as Chi- 
cago could give now, but they were ex- 
ceedingly popular, 

When it comes to selecting a site for a 
structure which is to be used for exposition 
purposes, horse shows, eattle shows, or 
similar displays, there is one part of the city 
to be considered. It is what is commonly 
called the First Ward, but which can with 
more propriety be called the business dis- 
trict, the common resort of all the citizens 
of Chicago. Technically it is a part of the 
South Side. In reality it belongs to all the 
divisions. It is to Chicago what the city 
proper of London is to that great metropolis. 

All the surface and elevated lines, 
whether operated by steam, electricity, or 
cable, center in or on the verge of this 
business district, where so many hundred 
thousand Chicagoans resort daily. It is 
easy to get to the business district from any 
point in the city or the surrounding country, 
There is no other part of Chicago of which 
this can be said. 

It has been suggested that expositions be 
held in the Coliseum, that fine large edi- 
fice where the Democratie convention met 
last year and adopted an infamous plat- 
form. The Coliseum will not do, because 
it is out of the way. The million and more 
residents on the West Side, the North Side, 
and in Lake View would have to pay two 
fares to get there and would have to take 
twice as much time as if the exposition were 
located in the city’s heart. 

But there is only one point in the business 
district where a site of suflicient size for a 
grand exposition building can be secured. 
That point is on the lake front, only a 
short walk from any of the surface or ele- 
vated roads and from all the large and 
small hotels, of which there are so many in 
the First Ward, 

A large building at this central point, 
where it will be of sueh easy access for 
Chicagoans and the residents of the sub- 
urbs, will be just the place for grand annual 
expositions, where the merchants and 
manufacturers of this city and of the West 
generally can display their goods. It will 
be the place for holding countless small ex- 
hibitions. It will accommodate the conven- 
tions of great political parties and the na- 
tional gatherings of religious bodies or of 
societies like the Masons and the Odd- 
fellows. 

But that building cannot be erected until 
the shallow waters of the outer harbor have 
been converted into firm land. When that 
has been done it will be easy enough to 
raise the money to build a handsome, per- 
manent structure. The merchants in the 
business district are not ignorant of their 
own interests. They would subscribe at 
once all the money that would be required, 
knowing they would more than get it back 
again, directly and indirectly. 

The South Park Commissioners, however, 
state that to make the ground on which an 
exposition byilding is to stand they must 
have more money. They must have money 
with which to hire steam dredges to heap 
up the earth dumped from the scows, so 
that the contractors may be able to-keep on 
dumping the refuse they bring from the 
drainage channel and elsewhere. The 
commissioners state that they are trying to 
have a two-mill tax extended to raise the 
money they need, but an attempt is being 
made to enjoin the extension of that tax. 

No tax, no money. No money, no land. 
No land, no building and no exposition. 
But the postponement of the erection of a 
satisfactory exposition building and the 
holding of expositions means an annual loss 
of millions to Chicago. It means a loss of 
trade. It means fewer visitors, with less 
money expended in hotels, in viewing the 
attractions of the city, and in shopping. 
It means less business for steam railroads 
and street railroads. : : 

There must be some way found by which 
the filling in on the lake front can be pushed 
so that the erection of a proper exposition 
building may not be delayed too long. The 
city cannot afford to be without one. 


SUPERINTENDENT KIPLEY’S DUTY. 

Detective officers. and experts in crimi- 
nology assert with confidence born of long 
experience that this city is threatened with 
a visitation of criminals. It is the season 
of the year when crooks flock to the cities. 
The summer is the usual time of their 
operations in the rural districts. Then all 
sorts of traveling shows are covering their 
circuits, and the crooks go with them as 
camp followers, sure of fiading the crowds 
which offer them opportunities for plunder. 
The last summer, however, has not been a 
profitable one for them. They are hard 
up, and for that reason will be more des- 
perate than ever in their efforts to com- 
pensate themselves for their summer’s 
losses. : 

These crooks are alréady beginning to 
come. Within two or three wecks they will 
be here in large numbers, ready to begin 
operations in highway robbing, sneak rob- 
bing, and store and car holdups. Is Super- 
intendent Kipley 
Thus far during his ti

to encounter. They will have a free field 


and an abundant harvest. The thing for 
him to do, and to do at once, is to quit his 
political and mischievous manipulation of 
the force and put it into first-class working 
order, and the Mayor should see to it that 
he does it. It is no time now to be fooling 
with the force. The people expect protec- 
tion and they have the right not only to 
expect but to demand it. Kipley in the 
past has had a good reputation as a thief 
catcher. Now let him get down to work. 
The city. is full of crooks of every descrip- 
tion. 


WHOM WILL NORTH-SIDERS CHOOSE? 

A week from day after tomorrow the 
voters of the Sixth Congressional District, 
composed of the five North Side wards and 
parts of the two Lake Vicw wards, are to 
elect a Representative to serve them until 
March 4, 1899. There are but two candi- 
dates worth considering. One of them is 
an honest money Republican. The other is 
a free silver Democrat. 

The latter was nominated by a convention 
which indorsed the abhorrent free coinage 
plank of the Democratic national platform, 
with all its retroactive features designed 
to enable dishonest debtors to swindle cred- 
itors. When this plank was under considera- 
tion by the national convention Senator Hill 
moved to amend it so that it should declare 
that any free coinage legislation which 
might be enacted should not apply to exist- 
ing contracts. Bryan attacked that amend- | 
ment and defeated it. 

The Sixth. District Democratic conven- 
tion declares that it stands where Bryan 
stood last year and stands now. Mr. Per- 
kins, the nominee of that convention, has 
taken special pains to explain that he is in 
favor of the free coinage of 40-cent legal 
tender silver dollars with no restriction or 
limitations on their use. He desires them 
employed to pay debts contracted on the 
gold standard basis, as well as future debts, 
contracted on a silver standard basis. 

Is this the kind of man the North Side 
voters want for their Representative? Are 
the monetary doctrines he favors the doc- - 
trines they wish to see embodied in federal 
statutes? The constitution forbids the vio- 
lation of contracts by the States. Is the 
general government to change the money 
standard in order that all the existing 
contracts in the United States may be 
themselves violated? If the North Side 
voters want that done they are singularly 
blind to their own interests, which would be 
ruinously affected by free silver retroactive 
legislation. 

There are many North Side voters who 
have deposits in savings and commercial 
banks. They have been paid for their labor 
or their goods in full value, 100-cent dollars. 
They have deposited those dollars, confi- 
dent that when they withdrew their 
deposits they would take ont money as good 
as they put in. If Candidate Perkins had 
his way the depositors’ would receive only 
40 cents out of every 100 cents deposited. 
The other 60 cents would go “ where the 
woodbine twineth.” 

Thousands of North-Siders have invested 
their savings in the stock of building and 
loan associations. They have put full value 
money into those associations, expecting to 
get back money of the same quality. But 
if those who have borrowed good money of 
building and loan associations are allowed, 
as Perkins desires, to pay back money worth 
only 40 per cent as much as that they bor- 
rowed then the stockholders will be out 60 
per cent. 

There are North-Siders who have loaned 
honest money and taken mortgages or notes 
as security. There are others who have 
sold lands or goods on time, the prices 
charged being gold standard prices. Free 
coinage and the use retroactively of free 
silver legal tender dollars would rob all 
those men of more than half of what is due 
them. 

The abandonment by the general govern- 
ment of the gold standard; on which ail ex- 
isting notes, bonds, mortgages, book debts, 
and all other credita are based, and the sub: 
stitution retroactively of the monometallic 
silver standard would affect every Con- 
gressional district, and not merely the Sixth 
Illinois District. There would be a general 
shrinkage in credits and destruction of 
values. The widespread disaster would 
create a general panic, which would be as 
ruinous to those whose sole wealth is their 
labor as to those who have money in sav- 
ings banks or building and loan associa- 
tions. 

Most of the voters in the Sixth District 
are wage-workers. Their wage scales are 
based on the gold standard and their wages 
are paid in gold value money. The adoption 
of the monometallic silver standard would 
leave their wage scales unchanged, but 
where they get 100-cent dollars now they 
would get a dollar then which would only 
have the purchasing power that 40 cents 
have now. 

That would be bad enough, but the panic 
would be so violent, the blow struck at all 
the business interests so severe, that there 
would not be employment for half the men 
who are working now. That state of 
affairs would last for years. And yet 
Candidate Perkins will wander up and 
down the North Side this week declaring 
loudly that he is the friend of the working- 
man. f 
If the North Side voters want Perkins 
they can have his services. He is very 
anxious to go to Washington. But do they 
want a man who is so eager to injure them 
as Perkins is—who desires to confiscate a 
large part of the property of some and to 
deprive others of employment or cut down 
their wages? 

Do not the voters, if they have any regard 
for their own interests, want Mr. Boutell, 
the Republican candidate? He is for the 
maintenance of the gold standard and for 
honest money. He wishes to have the men 
who have deposited or loaned full value 
dollars get back full value dollars. He 
wishes to have the workingmen paid in 
100-cent and not 40-cent dollars. Then is 
not he the candidate for them? 


SENATORIAL APPORTIONMENT. 

It was stated in Friday’s Trrsunz that 
a special session will not be calied by the 
‘Governor unless he is satisfied that a Sena- 
torial apportionment bill which will be sat- 
_isfactory to him is sure to pass. He wishes 
to be assured that the disagreement among 
Republican members which made the pas- 
sage of an apportionment law impossible at 
the regular session shall not interfere with 
the passage of such a measure at a special 
session. 

That the present apportionment is a ger- 
rymander nobody denies. The Democrats 
admit it, and exalt in it. They live in hope 
that by means or it they may be able to 
carry the tupe in 1808 and 1900, even. 
though the Republicans may get over 30,000 
majority for their State ticket. ! 

That a minority party which cannot elect 
a Governor, or any other State officer, 
should be able to elect a majority of the 
Legislature and thus be able to choose 
United States Senators and make future 


gerrymandering apportionments is repug- 
| Mant to every idea of honesty and fair | 


play. Such a condition of affairs cannot 
be submitted to. , | 7 

The legislativé districts should be so laid 
out that the party which elects its. State 
ticket by a majority exceeding a few thou- 
sands shall have a corresponding majority 
in the General Assembly. If a party has a 
majority of 30,000, for instance, it should 
have a working majority in both Senate 
and House. But under the Democratic ger- 
rymander a Republican majority would 
leave that party in the minority in each 
House. 

So the Governor is right in insisting on 
the passage of a Senatorial apportionment 
law, and the Republican members should 
settle their differences and agree to support 
a fair bill—a measure which will give the 
Republicans their rights, without infring- 
ing on the rights of the Democrats. Under 
a fair apportionment, if they carry the State 
next year or three years hence, they will 
have the Legislature. 

A bill which will be fair to the Republic- 
ans undoubtedly is the kind of bill which 
will be satisfactory to the Governor and 
should be gatisfactory to all the Republican 
members of the Legislature. He does not 
want a Republican, gerrymander, nor do 
they. All they desire is to get rid of the 
Democratic gerrymander. 

So the Republican members should agree 
on a fair bill at once. Then its passage will 
be a certainty, and there will be no excuse 
for not calling a special session to consider 
the apportionment question and other sub- 
jects of great importance. As for the 
bosses who made so much mischief at the 
regular session by pressing a bad bill, they 
must keep their hands off this time. 


RELATIONS OF CAPITAL AND LABOR. 

The communication printed elsewhere in 
this morning’s Trisung under the title, 
“Capital and Labor,” presents some ex- 
ceedingly suggestive reflections and 
thoughtful conclusions on a subject most 
intimately related to the welfare, prosper- 
ity, and happiness of society. It will be 
found worthy of the careful study and con- 
sideration of all classes of readers, but of 
none more than the laborer who is honestly 
and intelligently seeking the betterment of 
his own condition ang the condition of those 
dependent upon him. 

For there can be no subject of greater 
practical importance than the proper rela- 
tions of capital and labor to each other as 
society is now constituted, It touches the 


interests of every class—the employer and. 


the employed, as well as those either direct- 
ly or indirectly associated with them—and 
is of constantly increasing importance as 
population increases and society progresses. 
Nothing can be more apparent than that, as 
time advances, as wealth increases and the 
opportunities for its profitable employment 
develop, and the methods of production and 
manufacture are improved, the relation of 
the two must grow constantly more inti- 
mate and more vital to the welfare of each. 

The question in its abétract form, 
„Whether labor would be better off with- 
out capital?” may be extended to embrace 
the still larger question, Would labor be 
better off without the capitalist if the latter 
is to grow richer by the employment of the 
wage-carner?”—for, as we cannot have 
labor without the laborer, neither can we 
have capital without the capitalist. The 
oue is as indispensable to what he repre- 
sents as the other. Consequently the rela- 
tion is not between two inanimate forces 
but between living beings whose happiness 
and welfare are largely dependent upon 
each other. 

The writer of the article referred to traces 
the foundation of industrial and business 
progress and enterprise to. “envy,” by 
which, we suppose,, he means the influence 
of example and that spirit of rivalry and 
emulation which stimulates one man to 
enter into competition with another or to 
seek to improve his condition as he sees 
others doing. If we should destroy not 
only capital but the power of capital,” he 
adds, “ then we would have reached the end 
of progress ahd mankind would return to 
the vital conditions of the ancient tribes- 
men.“ 

An illustration of the conditions which 
would result from such a state of society 
may be witnessed on the plains of central 
Asia and in the jungles of Africa, where 
man exists in his primitive condition ur- 
moved by the incitement to compete with 
his neighbor and unvexed by any of those 
questions growing out of the relations of 
capital and labor. Undisturbed by the 
presence of the capitalist or landlord, and 
unoppressed by trusts or corporations, he 
enjoys his native freedom on an equality 
with his neighbor. In this state of primeval 
happiness the American Indian two and 
three centuries ago was able to sell his 
peltries for a rope of wampum without 
ground for complaint that he was being 
robbed by the great department stores 
which have grown.up in the cities of today. 

Many of the conditions now complained 
of are but th® result of opportunities opened 
up by modern civilization and the tastes and 
ambitions generated thereby. Consider 
what would be our present condition with- 
out the advantages afforded by the con- 
centration of capital and its application to 
great enterprises. An illustration may be 
secn in the substitution of the railroad for 
the ox team, by which the laboring man can 
make the journey from New York to San 


Francisco in four days instead of the six to 


nine months once required, and with a de- 
gree of comfort and even luxury which was 
unknown to royalty a century ago. The 
sume improvement can be seen in the sub- 
stitution of comfortable dwellings for the 
mud hovels which many of the natives of 
older Huropean countries still occupy, as 
well as in improved food and clothing— 
often directly due to employment derived 
from concentrated ¢apital. The street rail- 
road lines in our large cities, by which the 
workingman is able to travel from his home 
to his daily labor in ease and comfort for a 
trifling sum, are another illustration of 
what capital has done for him. 

These are same of the benefits which have 
been conferred by the aceumulation and 
consolidation of large amounts of capital— 
results which could never have been at- 
tained except through combination in the 
form of corporations. : 

It is true that the rich may oppress the 
poor by unjust exactions, but is it not in the 
employment of their wealth in enterprises 
which promote the public welfare and pros- 
perity? Rich men who confine their ac- 
cumulations to stocks and bonds, in rail- 
way shares and manufactures, and in buy- 
ing and selling m re often re- 
garded with the greatest jealousy as non- 
producers: yet they do not Affect the inter- 
est of the masses ot the people as they 


would do by investing their 5 wealth in farms 


and thus coming in competition with the 
cultivators ot the voll. Landlordism over 
farming property is not to public advantage 
but the contrary. A yeomatry composed of 
freeholders, :

products to market and returns to them the 
cheap commodities from the markets of the 
world. By the harmonious union of capital 
and labor, working in cobperation with each 
other, the largest amount of happiness and

Senators?“ —-Whose votes would be needed 
to make up the two-thirds to pass the 
Humphrey bill over a veto. “ But Govern- 
or Tanner is not going to sign the Humph- 
rey bill if it gets to him.” 

Does the Governor think he ean make the 
people believe that there was an innuendo 
in the words quoted above to the effect that 
he was dishonest? That language did not 
sting or offend him. What stung him were 
the comments on hig signing the vicious 
monopoly Allen bill, which put it in the 
power of a boodle Council to rob this city 
of 60 millions of revenue in twenty years, 

Not until after the Governor had signed 
that bill and the angry people and press of 
Chicago denounced his conduct and de- 
clared that he had disgraced the State and 
damned himself politically, did he begin to 
discover that “insinuations and innuendoes”’ 
had been made, or that he adopted Altgeld’s 
allegation there was a newspaper trust 
in Chicago. 

His imperiled political future for signing 


the Allen bill is what makes him chafe under 


the collar. But while he is greatly angered 
over the comments on the signing of the 
Allen bill, that it was his political death 
warrant, he has sufficient control over him- 
self to refrain from using any actionable 
language. 


INDIVIDUALISM VERSUS SOCIALIGM. 

Under the head of “ Statistics Versus 
Sccialism ” Professor William T. Harris, 
Commissioner of Education at Washington, 
contributes to the Forum magazine for Oc- 
tober an article in which he discusses in 
the light of statistics some of the pessimis-. 
tic arguments advanced by Henry George, 
Karl Marx, Edward Bellamy, and other 
socialistic writers in support of their pe- 
culiar theories. While tracing to the de- 
sire for social and industrial as well as 
religious and political freedom the most 
potential causes which contributed ‘to the 
founding and growth of the American 
colonies, he recognizes a spirit of individ- 
ualism as one of the most influential fac- 
tors contributing to their subsequent devel- 
opment. To this spirit, which first showed 
itself in the demand for “ the right of pri- 
vate judgment in matters of religion,” and 
in the revolt which followed “ against the 
divine right of kings,” he attributes the 
independence of the colonies and the found- 
ing of the American Republic, as well as 
the causes which finally resulted in con- 
ferring upon an inferior race the right of 
individual freedom as the consequence of 
our civil war, This “‘ modern spirit,” says 
Professor Harris, “could not endure sla- 
very, because that institution takes no 
recognition of the deeds of the individuals, 
. . - It [slavery]: recognises the right to 
life but not to liberty. Indtwiauallsm val- 
ues liberty more chan Me?? =, 

Such, in the estimation of Professor 
Harris, has been the spirit which controlled 
the nation in the achievement of its great- 
est successes, political and otherwise. But, 
while acknowledging that our individual- 
ism is at a higher point than it has ever be- 
fore reached,” he takes cognizance of the 
fact that a counter movement ia in prog- 
ress. This is the so-called socialistic ” 
movement. Of its character he says: 

Many of those persons who advocated the 
emancipation of the Southern slave, and who con- 
tended with the ballot and the sword for his free- 
dom to choose his vocation and enter into competi- 
tion with the white laborer, now abandon the idea 
of competition and adopt that of socialism. They 
would argue that it is better, not only for the col- 
ored man but for the white man, to give up in- 
dividual adventure. and to accept such an or- 
ganization of society as would determine the 
career of each member of it and apportion to hint 
his share of the productions of the industry as a 
whole. . . . Socialism, properly so called. 
seeks the help of the individual by the social 
whole in order that he shall share equally in the 
products of all without reference to his producing 
power. The goods of this world shall be 
distributed not to the producers, but pro rata to 
all living human beings. Life, and not work [or 
merit), shall be the basis of the distribution. 


In other words,.socialism proposes to re- 
store the same conditions as to labor dis- 
tribution and the furnishing of food, cloth- 
ing, and shelter which were destroyed in 
the overthrow of slavery, and extend them 
to the white as well as the black —reversing 
the progress of the last generation and re- 
jecting the lessons which taught that the 
largest happiness for the mass (except the 
dependent and defective classes) was to 
be secured by the largest individuality and 
independence consistent with the rights of 
the whole, Not even the abandoned, the 
drunken, and the idle classes are excepted 
in theory, whatever may be intended in 
practice, because to do so would violate 
a cardinal principle of the system. Such a 
system would thereby become a reward for 
idleness and debauchery. 

The assumption of Marx and George that 
under the competitive system “ the rich are 
growing richer and fewer and the poor are 
growing poorer and more numerous, is 
very effectively combatted by Professor

It is by such arguments as these that 
Professor Harris sustains the doctrine not 
oniy that the rich are not growing richer 
and the poor poorer in the sense and in the 
proportion claimed by writers on socialism, 
but that the largest benefits to society are 
to be secured by the largest liberty in trade 
and industries and the encouragement of 
the largest individuality. Among all the 
writers in favor of socialism nothing is said 
about what is spent by the claases whom 
they profess a desire to benefit in harmful 
and wasteful habits, on liquors, tobacco, 
and amusements often demoralizing and de- 
grading in their character. Those who com- 


the blame for their condition on the capital- 
ist, belong to the class who waste their 
earnings in this manner, and whose condi- 
tion would be the same if they were earn- 
ing ten times as much. 


THE CASE AGAINST SLUGBALL. 

For the benefit of the City Council and 
the Mayor, who are about to deal with 
Alderman Plotke’s ordinance regulating the 
so-called game of alugbal!, Tum TNMIBUNR 
will briefly summarize the case against that 
brutal sport. 

Since the season opetied, Sept. 15, 1897, 
three persons at least, and probably four, 
have lost their lives as a result of injuries 
recéived while playing slugball, five others 
have been injured so severely that their re- 
covery is despaired of, and 120 have re- 
ceived injuries severe enough to cause them 
to be recorded in the newspapers. 

The dead are Benjamin Rich, Andrew 
Stasche, and Richard Yon Gammon. Rich 
died Oct. 19 of internal hemorrhages, caused 
by a heavy fall while “ tackling ' in a game 
at Tyrone, Pa. Stasche died Oct. 26 as a 
result of a fracture of the spine, sustained 
while playing near Steinway, Long Island, 


brain in a game at Atlanta, Ga., and died 
Oct. 30, There is some doubt whether W. 
J. Keating of North Hampstead, Pa., who 
died last Tuesday, received his fatal in- 
jury on the slugball field the previous 
Saturday. But he is known to have been 
dashed against the ground at that time. 
Shortly after the game he took to his bed 
and never revived, and the autopsy showed 
that the cause of his death was superin- 
duced by a fall. It is probable that he 
should. be numbered aniong slugball vic- 
tims, but there is no doubt whatever about 
the other three. They were certainly killed 
by manslaughter-on the gridiron. 

Here is the list of some of the more se- 
vere injuries due to slugball: ' 

Cutter of Yale, knee so badly hurt he 
could not play subsequently; Cochran of 
Princeton, left side injured; Minds of Penn-, 
sylvania University, knee hurt; Hines of 
Yale, leg injured; Abbott of Yale, knee in- 
jured; Corwin of Yale, ankle «sprained; 
Bouve of Harvard, blood vessel ruptured 
and water on the knee; Donald of Harvard, 
knee injured; Morgan of West Superior, 
Wis., internal injuries; Warren of Har- 
vard, leg injured, confined to his bed; Sawin 
of Harvard, water on the knee; Cadwala- 
der of Yale, broken shoulder; De Saulles 
of Yale, abscess on the knee; Miller of New 
Haven, internal injuries; Paulman of Chi- 
eago, arm broken; Raymond of Wesleyan, 
hip bruised; Sutton of Trinity, slugged so 
severely he fainted on the field; Blakesley of 
Trinity, water on the knec; Cabot of Yale, 
leg injured; Alexander of Cornell, leg in- 
jured; Hedges of Pennsylvania University, 
shoulder broken; Dickson of the same insti- 
tution, knee hurt. Oct. 22 nine Harvard 
players were on the sick list. The game 
that was scheduled for last Saturday at 
Troy, N. I., between Union and Hamilton 
Colleges was canceled on account of the 
crippled condition of the Union team, many 
of the members of which were in hospital. 
According to the Boston Herald, many of 
the Harvard men are overtrained, and some 
of the most essential men have partly crip- 
pled legs.“

The Rev. William E. Danforth Goes to 
the Washington Park Congre- 
gational Church.

The Rev. William E. Danforth, who was 
called recently to the pastorate of the Wash- 
ington Park Congregational’ Church, in 
Michigan boulevard, between Fifty-third 
and Fifty-fourth streets, will enter upon his 
duties today, preaching both morning 
and evening. During his ministry in the 
First Presbyterian Church at Marengo, III., 
and the Fifth Presbyterian’ Church of this

city, his preaching evinced an unusual abil- 
ity for reaching those who, as a rule, are not 
church-goers. 

His preparation for the ministry was not 
confined to the usual theological training. 
After graduation at Lake Forest University 
he secured a position as reporter for Tus 
TRIBUNE, and for three years served in that 
capacity, doing night police duty for nearly 
a year, which yielded experience helpful toa 
minister’s understanding of the lights and 
shadows of city life. Later he handled 
commercial news. Meanwhile he pursued 
his studies under the tutelage of the faculty 
of McCormick Theological Seminary and 
was given a certificate of graduation in May, 
1896, when he was ordained. 

Washington Park Church is located in a 
part of the city offering wide scope for a 
clergyman of Mr. Danforth's practical edu- 
cation and understanding of men and things. 
There is no other church in the immediate 
vicinity, and the Congregationalists are con- 
fident it will become one of their strongholds 
on the South Side. The aim is to make it 
somewhat of an institutional church. It 
has a large and well equipped gymnasium 
and a competent instructor to assist the 
Sunday school lads in physical culture. Other 
departments for the cultivation of the re- 
ligion of the outer man may be added in time. 

Nearly $30,000 has been expended in the 
ground and structure, but the building is not 
yet completed. Dedicatory services were 
held last spring, and the leaders of the con- 
gregation express the belief that a jubilee 
will be held before two years elapse to mark 
the completion of the edifice.

HOW A RHODES ISLAND BOY BECAME 
A’ MULTIMILLIONAIRE. 


Career of “ Shanghai” Pierce, Proba- 
bly the Richest Man in Texas and 
the Best-Known Stockman in the 
World — His Homestead Patch of 
Land Measures Seventeen Miles 
Across — How Rome Impressed 
Him. | 


ALVESTON, Tex., Nov. 10.— Way back 
before the war there came to Texas 
from the wee State of Rhode Island 
a tall, raw-boned youth, who wanted 
to make his fortune. He was not yet 

of age, and his stature Was so unusual that 
it was not many days before he became 
known by the sobriquet of “ Shanghai.’ 
The youth was earnest, painstaking, and 
willing to work. He had nothing in the 
world but good health, a fair amount of 
strength, common education, and the 
clothes that he wore. Today that tall, raw- 
boned youth from * Rhody is perhaps 
the richest man in Texas and the best 
known stockman in the world. The. sobri- 
que t of the early days has stuck to him, and, 
although he signs his name A. H. Pierce,” 
nobody in Texas tefera to him except as 
“Shanghai” Pierce. Sixty-three winters 
have come and gone since Shanghai ”’ first 


saw the light of day, but he is as hearty, 


and vigorous now and as earnest in pursuing 
his work as if he were under the twoscore 
mark. 

There is not a town of any account in 
Texas in which “‘ Shanghai Pierce is not 
known. The same may de said of the Indian 
Territory and Oklahoma, while as for Kan- 
sas City, St. Louis, and Chicago, the stock- 
men Of those cities are as well acquainted 
with him as if he had been born and raised 
among them. He is a mighty traveler, and 
by reason of his unusual size he is marked 
among men. A man who has never seen 
him but has-heard him described will uncon- 
sciously recognize: him. 


Stories of Shanghai Pierce.“ 


Somie great stories are told about this 
unique man. Most of them are fanciful or 
have but a grain ot truth, but the plain, un- 
varnished facts about Shanghai's’ career, 
if once gathered, would serve for tales of 
adventure sufficient to keep a writer busy 
for many a day. But Shanghai is chary 
about telling the story himself, and few of 
those who know him well are fully cognizant 
of the happenings in the days before he be- 
came recognized as one of the characters 
and/one of the big men of the State. 

His friends say that when he came to 
Texas he went to work on a farm, but.left 
in disgust when he discovered that a negro 
was worth more than a white man. It seems 
that the farmer by whom he was employed 
owned several slaves. On the plantation 
was a horse that only a negro named Pete 
and young Pierce could ride. The animal 
was unusually fractious one day and threw 
Pete, and then fell upon him. This hap- 
pened near the planter’s house. The planter 
and’ his wifé and a lot of attendants ran to 
the assistance of Pete. The negro appeared 
to be dead. The planter's wife, as soon as 
she saw the slave's body, exclaimed: ‘“O, 
goodness, how unfortunate! There's an 8800 
nigger killed. Now, if it had only been 
‘Shanghai’ it wouldn't be so bad.“ 

Shanghai tells this story himself, so 
it is probably true. 

The young Rhode-Islander was a natural 
horseman, and his knowledge of cattle was 
good. When he in disgust left the planter 
he naturally drifted into the cattle business. 
In those days—this was in 1854—there was 
little else than cattle raised in Texas. 
Shanghai became a cowboy, and for sev- 
eral years he endured all the trials aad hard- 
ships of that wild life. Occasionally nowa- 
days he tells of the times when he slept on 
the bleak prairie in midwinter, when it was 
so cold that rattlesnakes crept into his 
blankets to get warm. 


Earned a Reputation. 


It did not take the, cattlemen long to dis- 
cover that the lanky fellow who rode so 
well was not only a remarkably good judge 
of cattle, but had considerable latent abil- 
ity. There was a cattle merchant named 
W. B. Grimes, who got to know Shanghai,”’ 
and he employed the young man to travel 
through southern and western Texas and 
buy beeves for him. The cattle bdught by 
*“‘Shanghai’’ were shipped by Grimes to 
New Orleans, and the merchant is said to 
have made big profits, owing to the shrewd- 
ness displayed by the young Yankee. When 
the war came on the reputation of “‘ Shang- 
hal as @ cOWman was so well established 
that a contract was made with him to supply 
a Texas command with beef. He wasalways 
on hand with a good supply of beeves, and 
he and his herd made up the rear guard 
in all advances and led the vanguard on re- 
treats. 

Immediately after the close of the war 
* Shanghai"? formed a connection with the 
great firm of Allen & Poole. He traversed 
Texas for three years as the representative 
of the firm, buying drovés of cattle and send- 
ing ‘them to Galveston, where they were 
shipped to New Orleans. In 1869 this firm 
discontinued the business. Shanghai had 
an interest, and drew out $100,000 cash as 
his share of the profits. He puttered around 
for a year buying here and there, always 
making money, but in 1871 he gdét a notion 
that a fortune awaited him in Kansas. He 
moved there and embarked in business on 
a large scale. Three years’ experience in 
the Sunflower State convinced him that he 
was in the wrong pew, and it was only by 
admirable business judgment that he man- 
aged to Baye himself from heavy logs. 


‘Made Money Fast. 


*‘Shanghai’’ returned to Texas, and has 
made his home here ever since. He estab- 
lished a ranch in Wharton County, got to- 
gether a bunch of cattle, and begain raising 
beeves on his own account, while incidental- 
ly he did such trading as he could. He pros- 
pered amazingly. As his capital grew 
larger he purchased tracts of land or added 
to his herd.of cattle. In those times a year- 
ling belonged to the man who managed to 
get his brand on it first, and Shanghai,“ 
like all the other cattlemen, was in con- 
tinual warfare, “ Shanghai’’ got mixed up 
in several gun plays, but always came 
out on top. Those were the days that tried 
men’s souls—at least, cattlemen’s souls— 
and there is no one but will admit that 
— — tne nae 


despite guns and bluster, “‘ Shanghal 
attended strictly to business. His range 
widened, his herds w. and soon he loomed 
up as the biggest ttleman in the State. 
He attended to all his affairs himself, was 
continually on the go, visited every section 
in which he had cattle, took his steers to 
market at the right time, and supervised 
every detail.of his scattered business with 
a watchfulness and care that were surpris- 
ing to his competitors. Somehow it seemed 
that Shanghai always did get things just 
right, whether it was in the time for sell- 
ing cattle or the selection of land for graz- 
ing. His cattle were always as good as the 
best’ that went to market from Texas. 

With his continuned success Shanghai ”’ 
began to have more money than he could 
conveniently handle in his ordinary busi- 
ness. He loaned out the surplus at a good 
percentage, and has continued doing so up 
to the present time. 

What he is worth today neither he nor 
any living man knows foracertainty. Isaw 
an inventory of his belongings, which was 
prepared in 1804: It showed that he then 
owned 182,000 acres of land, had 43,000 head 
of cattle, had $200,000 out at interest, and 
had property here and there which brought 
his entire possessions up to $2,900,000. This 
inventory: was on a very conservative basis, 
and was prepared under hisdirection. Since 
1804 he has had the three most prosperous 
years in his career, and has added greatly 
to his Rar Cattle in 1804 were cheap. 
Today they fre selling for the highest price 
reached in thirty years. The lands which 
Mr. Pierce owned have appreeiated in value. 
Not only that, but he has picked up @ large 
tract in the Indian Territory, and has es- 
tablished a ranch there. Judging by the 
inventory mentioned it would appear that 
he is worth today at least $4,000,000 


His Experience Abroad. 

There is no doubt that Shanghai's ”’ edu- 
cation has been more practical than poetic. 
In illustration of this I may tell a story 
about the one vacation that Mr. Pierce is 
known to have taken in the sixty-three years 
of his life. He went abroad. 
London and Paris and Berlin and Vienna 
and Florence and Milan, and the deuce only 
knows where. In Rome he stood near the 
spot where Rienzi addressed the multitude, 
he rested within the shades of St. Peter’s, 
he saw the Vatican and the Quirinal,.and 
he gazed out upon the seven hills. He saw 
it all. And when he came back and one 
of his friends asked him where he had visit- 
ed, Shanghal told him all the places. 

“What did you think of Rome?“ his 
friend asked him. 

I saw some mighty fine cattle just out- 
side of that town, was Shanghal's re- 
ply. 

Mr. Pierce is big and bluff and hearty. 
The frugal, temperate habit he learned in 
the early days in little Rhody he still re- 
tains. He lives simply, but well. There is 
no ostentation about him. He drinks occa- 
sionally, but sparingly. He never uses to- 
bacco, and doesn’t want anybody about 
him who does. He is a curious mixture of 
the Yankee and the Texan. Some people 
do not like him. If he likes any one par- 
ticularly well, if he takes a fancy to a per- 
son, that person has his utmost confidence. 
Here is an example: Some years ago 
„ Shanghai did his banking business in 
Galveston at the Island City Bank. In that 
bank was a young man named Ed McCarthy. 
This young man attended to Pierce’s affairs. 
He. was polite, quick, accurate, and sharp. 
In many instances he went out of his way to 
accommodate ‘* Shanghai.“ Mr. Pierce at 
the time showed no evidence of apprecia- 
tion. Today that young man is a member 
of the big banking house of Weekes, Mc- 
Carthy & Co. of this city. He runs the 
banking end of the establishment exclusive- 
ly. ‘“‘ Shanghai’ is the company.“ Mr. 
Pierce not only provided the capital for the 
bank, but the prestige of his great wealth 
is behind it. It is understood that just be- 
fore the last Presidential election, when 
money was fearfully tight and when banks 
were threatened with disaster if Bryan was 
elected, Mr. Pierce sent a message some- 
what after this fashion to McCarthy: 

Eddie: If you are bothered for ready 
money or if you see a good chance to place 
it I can let you have $700,000.”’ 


Home at Pierce Station. 

„ Shanghal’s’’ home, when he is at home, 
is at Pierce Station, on the Southern Pacific 
road. To the minds of some people there is 
little to attract a person at Pierce Station. 
The country is a bald prairie. The home of 
Mr. Pierce is plain and commodious. It is 
well furnished and comfortable, but there 
are no gew-gaws or furbelows abdut the 
place. Usually Mrs. Pierce has a number of 
visitors. Shanghai likes company, and 
when he cares to can be a most entertaining 
story teller. But he is too busy a man to 
give much time to social affairs. He is trav- 
eling, traveling, traveling. His business is 
now of such magnitude that he is kept al- 
most constantly on the go. Despite this fact, 
he writes all his own letters, and attends to 
every detail of his affairs, fist as he did in 
the old days when he was struggling for a 
fortune. 

The value of one “ patch of Mr. Pierce’s 
land will be greatly enhanced by the bulld- 
ing of the Galveston, Brazoria and Western 
road, which is now in course of construc- 
tion. This road will cross the patch 
south of Pierce Station. Shanghai’’ has 
given right of way and a bonus of $25,000, 
besides a half interest in two town sites, to 
the road to cross the track just where he de- 
sires. The extent of this patch may 
be imagined when I say it is seventeen miles 
across. 

There are none but silver hairs on the head 
or in the beard of Shangbai’’ today. They 
tell the story of his age, but he is as erect as 
he was when 21 years old, and he is as full 
of energy and enterprise as ever. If he ever 
thinks of the old days when he punched cat- 
tle and slept on the frozen prairie with rdt- 
tlers for bedfellows he must marvel at the 
changes wrought by time. Shanghal,’’ 
however, is not sentimental, and he is rare- 
ly reminiscent. He is a plain, bluff, every- 
day sort of a Texas hustler. Sometimes he 
gets gay and puts on a plug hat, but 
not often. A soft felt one suits him better. 

„Shanghai has a wife and one child—a 
daughter. She is married to a Kansas City 
lawyer.—St. Louis. Globe-Democrat.

carving is introduced ‘in the prominent 
places, consisting of a treatment of Mne and 
leaf in low relief, the idea being to enhance 
the feeling of refinement by carefully mod- 
eled and worked ornament. The windows 
are broad and are filled with polished plate- 
glass. The meaningless wood bars to win- 
dows often seen in colonial and other styles 
of architecture were the result of conditions 
now past, and wide windows for an abun- 
dance of light are much to be desired. The 
approach to the house is designed to be im- 
posing, and at the same time hospitabie. 
From the broad walk leading up to the 
poreh one passes over a mosaic floored ter- 
race flanked on either side with eircular 
curbing, which terminates at the ends with 
pedestal treatment, a receptacle for urns 
orabrongzelamp.

The two 
arched openings on either side are filled with 
art glass. The inside is treated in the same 
general style—that of simplicity and breadth, 
with carving centralized and extremely rich.

High 
plain oak wain ing extends entirely 
around the walls. ceiling is broken by 
flat oak beams supported at wall sides 
with pilasters.

HE MAY BE A VICTIM 
OF OFFICIAL INJUSTICE. 


Degradation of Capt. Albert Dreyfus of the 
French Army Has No Equal in the Mili- 
tary Annals of the Century. 


MAY BE INNOCENT, YET TREATED AS A BEAST. 


“If Oaptain Dreyfus had sent any information to the German government I 
should have heard of it. On my word of honor, as an officer and a gentleman, I tell 
you that no such information ever came to us.” 

These are the words of a German officer—a man high in a department which gives 
him a knowledge of the workings of the German secret service in France—quoted in 
cable dispatches which appeared in Tu Trrsunm last week. They open up a possi- 
bility of a pitiful) tale of injustice and suffering—the story of an innocent man charged 
with the grievous military offense of selling the secrets of the French army to the 
German government,. subjected to every possible degradation, branded before the 
army and people as a traitor, and now, by the orders of the French government, 
living the life of a caged beast on a barren island off the coast of French Guiana. 

If Oaptain Dreyfus is guilty he has received no more than what in the eyes of the 
rigorous military law might seem right. If he is innocent, he is an injured man—the 
victim of a conspiracy, perhaps, of injustice certainly—and a man with an injury un- 
paralleled in modern times. That he is innocent rests not merely on the statement of 
the German officer in question. This is only the last link in a chain of evidence and 
probability that has brought about a growing belief in Europe that Captain Dreyfus, 
despised by the French people, cut off from communication with his wife and friends, 
living in an iron cage on the Ile du Diable under continual guard, is a scapegoat— 
a scapegoat for official sinners in high places. 


HE most noted political prisoner of the) 


present time, the most rigorously con- 

fined, the most carefully watched by 
government agents, is Albert Drey- 

fus, formerly Captain in the French army. 
So far as the world at large is concerned 
he is dead. About him every precaution 
which the ingenuity of the French govern- 
ment can suggest has been thrown. Ona 
barren island, whose sole inhabitants are 
himself and his guards, he lives, absolutely 
cut off from the world. His guards never 


speak to him except in the regular dis- 


charge of their duties. The hut in which 
he spends most of his time is sufrounded 
by an fron and when he walks among 
the rocks of his island prison his every step 
is followed by an armed keeper. 

It was in 1894 that Captain Dreyfus was

He was 
young and rich and a married man. On 
the ground of former suspicion and a de- 
clared resemblance between his handwrit- 
ing and that on the envelope he was brought 
to trial charged with selling the plans of 
the French Minister of War to the German 
government, among them plans for the 
mobilization of the French army on the 
eastern frontier in case of war. In the 
eyes of the French people no crime could be 
more heinous; from his nationality and 
antecedents no prisoner less likely to ex- 
cite pity. 


Popular Feeling Against Him. 

The trial was secret. It was principally 
a dispute among experts on handwriting. 
Popular feeling against the prisoner ran 
phigh. Just before his arrest the German 
Embassy had protested against the steal- 
ing of documents by the French. Follow- 
ing close after the protest the betrayal of 
the French plans caused intense excite- 
ment. Dreyfus was declared by the French 
government a. bad character, a busybody, 
and a conspitator. He had been seen fre- 
quenting the cafés where Germans congre- 
gated. To the popular mind he was guilty 
from the first, and the feeling was not

of “Traitor!” and cheers for Trance. 
Dreyfus heard the verdict in the courtyard, 
the center of a hollow square of guards, 
and with tears running down his cheeks. 
It was imprisonment for life. After it had 
been read he again protested his innocence. 
This was on Dec. 22, 1804. 

But imprisonment was not all the verdict 
carried with it. Christmas and New Year's 
passed and then came what to the soldier 
was the hardest part of his punishment to 
bear. On Jan. 5 he was taken to the Ecole 
Militaire. From every garrison near Paris 
detachments of troops had been assembling 
at the place, until there were 5,000 troops 
there under arms, It was bitterly cold, but 
every point of vantage was occupied by the 
crowds which had come from Paris to see 
Dreyfus degraded. 

At 9 o’clock in the morning he was 
brought out under guard. He was in full 
uniform and his sword hung by his side; 
but the sword had been filed almost in two 
and the insignia of his rank had been cut 
from the cloth and refastened with a few 
loose stitches. He knew what was com- 
ing and he stood erect and with set face 
to meet it. 

The Adjutant advanced, took the sword 
from Dreyfus’ hand, and broke it across his 
knee. Then, one by one, he stripped from 
the uniform the marks which gave it its 
wilitary significance. 

“ You are unworthy to carry arms,” he 
said. In the name of the people of France 
I degrade you.“ 

Dreyfus raised his hand. 

Vive la France!” he shouted. “I am 
innocent—— 

The roll of drums and the hooting of the 
spectators drowned his voice. With the 
guard about him he was marched round the 
square of soldiery and back to prison. 


Ile du Diabolo. 

Dreyfus was first temporarily imprisoned 
in France until a permanent place of ban- 
ishment could be selected and preparations 
for his reception made. 

A few degrees north of the equator, off 


| 


the coast of French Guiana, there lies a 
group of three little islets. They are known 
as the Ales de Salut, or Islands of Safety. 
All have unsavory reputations. They are 
almost barren; agriculture is impossible 
upon them; five months of rainfall alter- 
nates with seven of burning heat; fevers 
and physical evils springing from the in- 
hospitable climate make them almost unin- 
habitable. Individually, they are known 
as the Ile St. Joseph, the Ile du Diabolo, 
and the Ile Royale. Upon the Ile Royale 
there is a French garrison; upon the Ile 
St. Joseph there is a penal settlement; the 
Ile du Diabolo had been used for the iso- 
lation of lepers. The last was chosen as 
the place for Dreyfus’ confinement. 

The leper huts, the only habitations on 
the island, were burned, and in their place 
two others were built, One was for Drey- 
fus, one for his guards. Over the first, for 
the surer confinement of the prisoner, a 
grating of iron bars like a huge cage was 
constructed. Dreyfus and his guards, sev- 
en in number, were taken to the island. 
He conversed with no one not in govern- 
ment employ on the journey. At its end 
he took up the life which he has now led 
for more than two years. 


Always Under Guard. 

Day and night, though the iron cage and 
the isolation of the island would.seem war- 
rant enough for his safekeeping, there is a 
guard over him. When he walks about the 
island two men follow him with loaded 
guns; when he busies himself in his huta 
guard stands outside the irom boundary 
which surrounds it. Letters he may write, 


but they pass first through the hands of the 


Governor of French Guiana, who is 
answerable for their contents. To one side 
of him, separated by a broad stretch of 
sea, is the lle St. Joseph, with is gar- 
rison; to the other the Ile Royale, with its 
penal settlement; in all other directions 
there is nothing but dreary plains of water. 
Since the first days of his imprisonment 
his wife has been working for his release. 
She and his friends, many of whom ‘hold 


high places in Europe, believe in his in- 
nocence. Senator Ranc and many other 
prominent men of France declare him a 
victim of a plot. M. Scheurer-Kestner, one 


of the Vice Presidents of the Senate, says 


he has in his possession documents which 
prove Dreyfus innocent of the charge for 
which he was convicted. In France there 
is a strong movement on foot for his re- 
lease. | , 
Visits Caurts of Europe, 

Mme. Dreyfus is a woman of beauty and 
intelligence. From her father, M. Hada- 
mard, a diamond merchant, she inherited 
a large fortune. Her money, her beauty, 
and her wit have aided her in her efforts. 
She has visited the court of nearly every 
great ruler in Europe. By persistence and 
patience she has gained the ear of many. 
Emperor William of Germany heard her 
story and promised to use such influence 
as he could to help her. Franz Joseph of 
Austria did the same. The Czar of Russia 
agreed to inquire into the matter and lend 
his influence if possible. Even the King of 
Greece found time to listen to her. But so 
far the movement in Dreyfus’ behalf has 
had no effect. 

The belief is growing stronger and strong- 
er that Dreyfus is a scapegoat. Secret 
service in France, German officers declare, 
is cheap. Germany, so it is said, common- 
ly has as many as 200 French officials in 
its pay for betraying their trust. Some of 
them are in high positions. 

There are those in high places in France, 
it is believed by Dreyfus’. friends, who 
would tremble if he were released. It is 
thought that his offense consists not of 
wrongdoing but of knowing too much. To 
some, within whose power it now is to keep 
him in confinement, he would be a menace if 
free. So they have shut him off from the 
world, secure in the knowledge that his 
nationality and the nature of the crime with 
which he is charged will always make the 
French .people hesitate before demanding 
his release, and are waiting till imprison- 
ment and unhealthful surroundings bring 
about his death.

Bears Many Inscriptions. 

Not the least interesting part of it are the 
inscriptions. Over the portal of the outside 
of the building, on @ tablet twenty feet long, 
is the sentence from Revelation: 

Now is come salvation and- strength 
kingdom of.our God and the power of his Christ. 

Within the logia there are three smaller 
panels, each with an inscription: 

nou shalt have no other gods before me. 

God ts love, 

Who healeth all thy diseases. 

In the corridor, over a mantel at its west- 
ern end, the end nearest the entrance, on 
another panel are the words from the hymn 
book: 

Peace be to this Congregation, 
Peace to every heart'therein. 


And in a similar position, over another man- 
tel at the eastern end of the corridor, a sé- 
lection from another hymn: 

The morning light is breaking, 

The darkness disappears. 

In the huditorium the north and south 
walls are embellished with inscriptions. 
The first is on a long panel to the right of 
the pulpit and is taken from ‘‘ Science and 
Health,“ by Mary Baker G. Bddy. It reads: 

Divine love always has met and always win 
meet every human need. , 

To the left of the pulpit, on a similar 
panel, i8 the sentence: 

Come unto me all ye that labor and are heavy 
laden and I will give you rest. 

On panels in the south wall, in positions 
corresponding to those on the north, are 
two other inscriptions, the first from 
Timothy II., the second from Psalms: 

For God hath not given us the spirit of fear, but 
of power and of love and of a sound mind. 

Trust in him at all.times, ye people; pour out 
your heart before him; God is a refuge for us.

M. Jules Hansen, Whose recently published 
book on the France-Russian alliance has 
created such widespréad interest, was in- 
terviewed the other day by a reporter of 
the Eclair.

The dual alliance;”’-hé says, “‘ is accepted 
everywhere as a powerful factor in Buro- 
pean politics. Everybody recognises its pa-

“Do you really believe,’ asked the re- 
porter, that the power of England is re- 
doubtable, and that her policy may give 
rise to dangers for other States, especially 
for France?“ 

“ Certainly,” said M. Hansen, I believe 
that the insatiable ambition of England 
may become dangerous for everybody. By 
consolidating her occupation of Egypt she 
endeavors to make the Mediterranean an 
English lake, and to create from Alexandria 
to the cape a new English colonial em- 
pire. To the detriment of other nations she 
labors to get new outlets for her commerce 
wherever she can find rich territories to an- 
nex or to exploit. The English themselves 
are afraid that their extremely selfish policy

The construction of the church had been 
in the minds of the Christian Scientists of 
Chicago for some time, but it was not until 
a year ago last spring that the project, 
which had been growing with the growth 
of the congregation, took definite form. As 
the first step toward carrying it out a Build- 
ing committee was appointed, consisting 
of Adlai T. Ewing. Julian Blain, George J. 
Dorr, Mrs. William R. Page, and Mrs. Ed- 
ward A. Kimball, and plans were asked. In 
October, 1896, twenty designs were submit- 
ted by a dozen. architects, from among 
which one by S. S. Beman was selected in 
December, and the raising of money for the 
work was begun with the new year. 


Money Raised by Subscription. 


It was decided to raise the money by sub- 
scription alone, and this method proved suf- 
ficient for all needs. Nearly $120,000, consid- 
erably more than enough to cover the esti- 


ferings for some specific purpose in the form 
of furnishings or embellishment, and was 
not at the command of the Building commit- 
tee. 

About $107,000 has been expended by the 
committee on the ground and church—§$25.- 
000 for the lot, $69,000 on the building itself, 
and the remainder on furnishings—and this 
sum has proved amply sufficient. Indeed it 
has been more than sufficient for the car- 
rying out of the original design, which has 
been changed and expanded as the work 
advanced until the building in many details 
exceeds the hopes of both Building commit- 
tee and the congregation. 

It is a structure of Ionic design—the most 
purely classical, its admirers declare, in the 
West—almost completely filling the eighty- 
five foot lot upon which it is built. Its Gre- 
cian front, with embellished portico and 
supporting pillars, mark it out from among 
the other buildings of the neighborhood, so 
that it is the most prominent to the 
passer-by. 

Through the wide doors behind the pillars 
is the vestibule, to which the finishing 
touches have just been added, and beyond 
this the broad corridor, running around 
three sides of the building, from which 
upon one side open the doors to the audi- 
torium and on the other, in the rear of the 
building, the doors to the rooms of the 
trustees and directors. 


Corridor on Lower Floor. 


This broed corridor, the first view of the 
real interior of the church on entering, is, 
next to the auditorium, its most pleasing 
feature. The corridor with its three arms 
seems to form a half saucer, in which the 
auditorium, semi-circular in general shape, 
is set ike a half cup. The lower floor—cor- 
ridor and vestibule—is floored with mosaic 
in a Greek key, 6,000 square feet of it in all, 
and is furnished with settees of Flemish 
oak. Opening from it are two large com- 
mittee-rooms in the rear of the church, 
richly furnished in mahogany. There are 
also, under the rising floor of the auditorium 
above, cloakrooms and a bicycle-room, the 
latter to be used during the Friday night

Topeka, Kas., Nov. 10.~Away out on the 
prairies of western Kansas, where the hard 
times have been painfully felt, there lives at 
the little Town of Lincoln Center a family 
of father, mother, and ten children, all of 
whom are attending school and all earning 
their bread by their labor.

hide and blubber, during Which we succeeded 
in getting our only clothes thoroughly sat- 
urated with oil and dirt, thus rendering 
them peculiarly unfitted for pretection 
against the winter cold and storms. After 
having laid in a temporary supply we set 
to work on our hut, which was Built of 
stone, earth, and moss. How we were to 
roof it seemed at firsta dlfieuit problem to 
solve. Fortunately, however, we found a 
piece ot drift timber cast up on the shore: 
This we used as the ridge piece of the house 
and stretched walrus hides over it, weighted 
at the edges on both sides with large stones. 
On the top of this we plated snow. 

For cooking, lighting, and heating we 
used walrus blubber and bear’s fat. Bear’s 
fiesh and fat were our only food. In the 
evening we fried it in a large aluminium fry- 
ing pan; in the morning we boiled it. We 
made our bed and sleeping bags of bear 
skin. To keep warmer we both slept in one 
bag, and, taken altogether, We Were quite 
comfortable in our og by of which a 
great part lay below the level of the ground, 
and was theréfore fairly well protected from 
the violent winter storms which continually 
raged above it.

e fact is that there is a note appended 
to the announcement of the play and cast 
which states that the author has humbly 
tried to follow the old comedy models in 
arranging a new romantic story.“ Mr. 
Presbrey is certainly entitled to all the con- 
sideration that such a confession demands. 
To call A Virginia Courtship” a new and 
romantic story is perhaps transgressing 
beyond the bounds of strict veracity, be- 
cause, as has been shown already, the main 
incident in the plot is taken directly from 
“The Rivals.“ Still, the fact remains that 
the author did make an admission, which, 
however inadequate, is yet tantamount to a 
full acknowledgment when it is considered 
that many playwrights steal and never say 
& Word about it. 

Mr. Presbrey’s candor and bona fides be- 
ing @uly recognized, it is still an open ques- 
‘tion whether A Virginia Courtship” can 

be taken seriously as an original produc- 
tion. Confession cannot atone for guilt, 
although it may be taken as a palliation of 
the offense. A theft which is acknowledged 
does not cease to be a theft. 

It may be argued, of course, and it fre- 
quently is argued, that the sources really 
do not matter as long as the play is a good 
one. On the same ground it might be con- 
sidered admissible to take a selection of 

numbers from several Italian operas and 
w them together into one new and orig- | 
inal Work. There could be no great objec- 
tion to this if the audience knew nothing 
about the originals. 

As far as Sheridan is concerned, no great 
harm is done in the present case, for he is 
in his grave and cannot be deeply affected. 

But even an audience which is inured to 
farce-comedy cannot be entirely ignorant 
cf “The Rivals" and The School for 
Scandal,” and, if that is true, it is hard 
to see how any one can help being irritated , 
by listening to a series of plagiarisms. 

Naturally the critic feels the offense more 
keenly because he is always on the alert 
to observe these very faults. But the gen- 
eral public is not so unthinking as to ac- 
cept a rehash of old material in the place 
of a new play. 

The only thing in favor of A Virginia 
Courtship” is the fact that it is well acted 
and beautifully staged. Those red coats and 
hunting caps worn by the fair sex in the first 
act require a definite defense; but the rest 
of the costumes are as good as they can 
be. All of which refiects much credit upon 
the management, but hardly upon Mr. 
Presbrey. Mr. Crane has done well to come 
N the wing of the syndicate because he 

us a company such as he never dreamed 
ot before. There is a style about the pres- 
ent performance which can only be attained 
by a strong guiding hand. But that is ex- 
actly what makes the work of the syndi- 
cate disappointing. It spares no cost in pro- 
ducing a play, but if the truth must be told 
the play is not always worth producing. 
The present effort is intended to meet the 
demand for clean, wholesome comedy of a 
Picturesque kind. It is certainly clean and 
wholesome, but the comic element is more 
than doubtful. 

The failure of the syndicate to secure good 
plays must not be regarded as an error of 
judgment. It simply goes to prove that good 
plays are extremely scarce. Nothing else 
could be expected in view of the attitude 
of the general public. The serious drama 
is not appreciated sufficiently to encourage 
its production and the other departments 
seem to have been rather played out, and 
so the playwright must needs go back to the 
old comedy models for his inspiration. 

After all Mr. Presbrey’s play is pretty, and 
that is something; moreover, the public 
really likes it, so much so that The Fool 
of Fortune” will not be given this week 
and perhaps not atall.

HE IS A CONTINUOUS SLEEPER. 


Minnesota Farmer Wasting Under a 
Stupor Which Has Lasted 
Twenty Years. 


Winona, Minn., Nov. 7.—Near the City of 
St. Charles resides a sleeping wonder in the 
person of Herman Harms, who has spent 
nearly every hour during the last eighteen 
or twenty years in unconscious slumber. 
Mr. Harms, has a family of adult children, 
and, although much money has been spent 
for the best of medical treatment and ad- 
vice, no doctor has yet been found who has 
been able to break the spell under which the 


: ‘Dut seems only partially aroused 
when being fed, and on being left alone at 
once again drops off to sleep. In fact, so 
hard is it to arouse him, a great part of his 
food has to be administered in liquid form. 
When Harms first came West nearly twen- 
ty years ago he took upfarming. Gradually 
the sleeping spell grew upon him until he 
was unable to attend to his farm, and for a 
while, until his sons became old enough, the 
place was much neglected and the income of 
the family greatly diminished. 

This summer, for a few days, the sleeper 
thoroughly awoke, and his family were in 
hopes his long shimber was at last broken. 
But the awakening was for a short tinie: a 
few days and Harms was again in sound 
Sleep. 

The pulse of the sleeper is regular, though 
stronger. than that of the healthy adult. 
The pulse over the temple is strong and the 
head is hot, while the flesh is generally below 
the ordinary temperature. As he sleeps the 
eyelids blink, as if annoyed by the light. 
The usual position of the sleeper is on his 
left side, the left hand firmly egainst the 
brow, Harms is now 56 years old. When 


appearance in 1875 the patient weighed 180 
pounds; now he does not weigh more than 
half of that—about 90 pounds. He is, in fact, 
almost a living skeletop. 

His beard and hair fre long, his features 
Arawn, white, and thin; thé cheek bones 
look as if they would soon force their way 
through the covering of skin.

The disease has been variously de- 
nominated as heart trouble, softening ot 
the brain, Bright's disease of the kidneys, 
complication of troubles, and the use of too 
much quinine. 

Harms is fed about once in twenty-four 
hours—sometimes only once in forty-eight 
hours. In the partaking of food he is very 
frugal, refusing any dainties that sympa- 
thetic friends and neighbors may offer him, 
saying that a slice of buttered bread is 
enough for him.—Cincinnati Enquirer.

ONFESSION has brought to light almost at the same time two criminals, one on each side of the Atlantic—criminals 
of a nature so unusual that they stand almost alone in the annals of crime. Both are confessed murderers; neither answers 
to a common or well-defined type. So far as ordinary motives are concerned, both killed from no motive at all. They are 
moral “ freaks,” to the scientist objects of study and speculation, to the layman interesting not so much because of the 

atrocity of their deeds as because of the peculiarities which prompted them. 

In New York Fritz Meyer, on trial for his life for the slaying of a police oficer who discovered him robbing a church, bas 
displayed the peculiarities of a moral idiot. Right and wrong have no meaning for him. Above the average of his class in 
intelligence, fairly well educated, he recognizes no duty toward any one but bimself. He is an atheist. To his own mind, he is a 
thing of the present only. He has po hope tor the fntmre, no fear of man’s judgment, no dread of future punishment for his 
commit crime. The officer stood in the way of his purpose and he killed him. He is 
sorry for the officer, but not for the deed. To him it does not seem wrong. He lacks entirely a moral sense. 

Near Lyons, in France, Joseph Vacher has confessed to a dozen murders. By the police he is charged with nineteen. Ther 
were murders without an object. Save the immediate gratification of killing, they brought him no good. Mostly they were the 
murders of young and defenseless girls. He killed merely to kill; he mangled the bodies of his victims merely for the pleasure 
it gave him. The impulse came to him at times: “ Kill a woman.” He did not select his victim. The first who appeared 
satisfied him. He killed and was satisfied. He is the realization of the human monster, Jacques Lantier, of Zola’s fiction 
—a realization more horrible than the creation of the novelist’s imagination. 
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RITZ MAYER, 'stolidly awaiting the outcome of his trial 
in New York, is perhaps a moral degenerate, but a de- 
generate is nothing else. He is a daring and intelligent 
criminal; Ris crimes were carefully planned and his 
criminal record is long. 

Of his antecedents almost nothing is known. His real name 1s 
Constantine Steiger and he is a native of Germany. From that 
country he came to America when he was 20 years old and 
worked as a laborer, living first in Brooklyn and then in New York. 
The point in his life at which definite information regarding him 
is first obtainable is the point where his criminal record begins. 

Twenty-four years ago he was married in the church where 
his last:crime was committed and between that time and 1888, 
when he was first sentenced to the penitentiary, the story of his 
Wife is the; only evidence of his actions. Her story is one of con- 
tinual brutality, of assaults of almost weekly occurrence, of cru- 
elty toward his children, one of whom he held against a hot stove 
to punish it, and four of whom died in infancy through his neglect. 

He threatened to poison his sister-in-lay because she refused 
to give him money. When she still refused he beat and choked 
her, and her husband, who came to her aid, he beat into insensibility. 
For this he was tried and sentenced to six years in the Kings 
County Penitentiary. He was a troublesome prisoner. To escape 
work he let a heavy cot fall on his finger, mangling it so that am- 
putation was necessary—a fact which furnished one of the pecu- 
Harities that led to his identification in the case of his last mur- 
der. 

After serving his six years’ sentence he enjoyed hardly six 
months’ liberty, but in that interval, according to his own con- 
fession, he committed many burglaries. His freedom ended with 
a five years’ sentence of imprisonment in Sing Sing Prison. From 
Sing Sing he was transferred to the Auburn Prisan, and released 
from there last July, only to begin another period of crime which 
ended with his arrest last month. 

Churches were his favorite objects.of burglary. He was an 
atheist; he felt no difference between robbing a church and a 
dwelling; the poor box was in no way sacred in his eyes. In Chi- 
cago, ‘in Brooklyn, and in New York he entered churches and 
robbed them of whatever would suit his purpose. More than once, 
the police believe, he has committed murder to carry out his ob-

OSEPH VACHER, if his own account of his crimes is to be 
relied on, is an incarnation of the desire for blood.

his face pale and drawn and partially hidden by a stringy 
beard. A vertical scar across his lips draws his mouth into 
strange contortions when he speaks. Even the casual observer is 
impressed with a feeling of disgust and dread on seeing him 

He was born in Beaufort, France, in 1869, of parents from the 
peasant class, but fairly well to do. He was well educated and had 
a good name in school, as he did later in the army, when he per- 
formed his compulsory military service with the Sixtieth Regiment 
of the line at Besancon. Soon afterwards he became engaged to 
be married, but his flan cée broke off the match, and from that time 
Vacher's career as a murderer begins. He attempted to kill the 
girl who had refused him, failed, and put two bullets into his own 
head: After that he spent two short periods in the insane asylum 
and was discharged apparently cured, but, according to the'belief 
of many, the victim of the mental deformity which has urged hiny 
on to the commission of a startling series of murders. 

For ten years Vacher has wandered over the center and south 
of France, dirty, unkempt, almost unnoticed. In that time he has 
committed an unknown number of murders. He himself places 
their number at twelve. The French police claim to have impli- 
cated him in nineteen. Nearly all of them were the murders of 
young girls, though noW and then his lust for blood led him to kill

If you want to be looked 
up to and revered you must be a pioneer, 
Here is a list of them: 

Dr. Helen Webster is the first and only 
woman to earn the title of doctor of phil- 
osophy. 

The first woman to apply for and get a 
place on the police force was Miss Edith 
Walker of Bogata, Colombia, in 1894. 

The first paper devoted to woman’s suf- 
frage ever published was the Una, edited by 
Mrs. Pauline Davis of Providence, R. L 

Miss Grace Babb, the first woman graduate 
of a college of pharmacy, was a lecturer in 
the Woman's College of Medicine, Phila- 
delphia, in 1884. 

Miss Susanna Dunkle of Newton, Mass., 
has the distinction of being the first woman 
bank treasurer in America. She was elected 
to that office in 1874. 

The first woman in America to make lit- 
erature a“ profession was Hannah Adams, 
who was born in Medfield, Mass., in 1775, 
and died at Brookline, Mass., Nov. 15, 1832,

FORT AND CARE. 


To Make Its Eyes Large and Fine It 
Should Be Kept in a Dark Room— 
Pare, Warm Air and Good Handling 
a  Necessity—Injunctious to the 
Papas and Bachelor Uncles—What 
the Youthful Majesty May Hat and 
Wear. 


F you want your baby’s eyes large’ and 
fine as possible, keep it in a dark room 
the first month of its life—in a room with 
green shades—says Shirley Dayre in the 
New York Journal. Did you ever. notice 

how large and liquid a baby’s eyes are in 
their tranquil opening in its shaded corner, 
and how they retreat and shrink up when 
the light is admitted? That is the founda- 
tion of the miserable small eyes and peering 
sight which disfigure our people—that and 
the school books and. the small print news- 
papers and monthly magazines. Impure air 
also ruins young eyes and dulls their color. 
In nine cases out of ten a baby cries from 
cold, or the effects of cold, such as colic and 
various internal disturbances. Give a child 
pure air, good handling, and keep it warm, 
but lightly cmd, and it will survive even a 
bringing up on patent baby food, if that 
must Be. When it goes out, put the hot 
soapstone, well wrapped, under the pillow 
on which it lies; put it near the child’s feet, 
as he rests, and he will sleep surprisingly. 
When old enough to be taken up, dress him 
warmly with long silk sleeves and bag-like

THE AUBUBON SOCIETY. 


The first woman in America to demand 
naturalization papers was Mrs. Elizabeth 
Cryer, who shows a certificate dated at 
Omaha, Neb., Feb. 14, 1857. Mrs. Cryer is 
“also believed to oe the first woman to pre- 
empt government land in her own name. 
The court office at Omaha and the land office 
records verify this. 

The first woman to take a degree of doctor 
of laws was Maria Mitchell, the woman 
astronomer. The only other two women 
who have a right to write LL. D. after their 
names are Amelia Barr and Frances Willard, 

The first woman to register as a qualified 
voter in the state of Ohio was Mrs. Samuel 
Crawbaugh of Cleveland. The pen which 
she used in signing her name was imme- 
diately secured and sent as a relic to the 
curator of the Western Reserve Historical 
society. 

The first women telegraph operators were 
put to work by the New York Central rail- 
road company in 1867, when that road was 


concerned. There is also poor madame, whose 
complexion will suffer.

To Superintendent Dick is given the credit 
of first conceiving the idea of employing 
women.

She was a servant to Philibert de Commer- 
con, the botanist of the expedition. Her 
true name was never learned. 

The first woman to occupy the Chair of 
Jurisprudence in a wniversity was Pro- 
fessor’ Caldedini of the City of Bologna, 
who occupied that position from 1316 to 
1366.

One-half package of gelatine soaked in 
one and a half cups of white wine for thirty 
minutes, then set the bowl into boiling 
water until the gelatine is dissolved. Add 
one-half cup of sugar, a few drops of orange 
flower water to flavor, a few drops of spinach 
extract to color a delicate green. Strain 
and set away to cool. When it begins to 
thicken beat in one pint of whipped cream. 
Add two ounces of candied rose petals, turn 
into square mold, and when set turn out on 
lace paper mat on crystal dessert platter.

and Too Little Exercise, 


HE was a large woman of pallid com- 

plexion and scanty breath, and she

The 
physician who had occupied the seat opposite 
her all the way from State street watched 
her as she languidly entered the fashion- 
able hotel on the corner, with mingled pity 
and dismay.

woman is suffering from a severe case of 
hotel antemia.“ She may or may not be 
undergoing treatment for headaches, ner.

Much has been said and written about the 
troubles which accrue to those women who 
are house and home keepers, but none of 
these dangers, real and threatening as some 
of them are, need be dreaded so much asthe 
languor and lassitude which frequently fol- 
low a course of hotel living. There are 
numbers of sick women living in Chicago 
hotels at present who would be greatly bene- 
fited, if not cured, by a return to the home 
life which they no longer care for. 

The aim of the successful hotelkeeper.“ 
was the next sentence uttered by this man 
of medicine—and thought, is to enable his 
guests to perform all the ordinary actions 
of living with the maximum degree of com- 
fort and 1 ease and the minimum de- 
gree of labor. The more perfectly he ac- 
complishes this end the more popular be- 
comes his hostelry. The average moderately 
rich woman of Chicago, weary and worn 
with the multifarious duties and pleasures 
which her station in life and the trend of the 
times force upon her, is only too glad to fail 
into the luxurious way of living made pos- 
sible by the fashionable hotel. She becomes 
enamoured of hotel life, gives up housekeep- 
ing and—contracts hotel anemia. The pale 
and flabby skin, bloodless lips, heavy eyes 
and lifeless movements of the woman who

mia, induced by too much rich food, too little 
sleep and exércise, and a great deal of uncon. | 
scious laziness,’ would be my diagnosis of 
her case, and there are thousands like her 
to be found in all the large cities of America.

Paradise, Paradise!“ Among the chivalry 
of France it was usual for each family or 
class to have its special war cry. That of 
the ancient Kings of France was “ Mont- 
Joye, Saint Denis!“ The Dukes of Burgun- 
dy used as their ere. Mont-Joye, Saint 
Andre,“ and the Dukes of Montmorency 
charged the lances of their adversaries 
shouting, “God and the first Christian 
Baron!“ The Dukes of Normandy had the 
somewhat archaic cry of Diex-aye-Dam, 
Dieu-aye!"" which in modern French would 
translate as God aid us,“ the old French 
word Dam signifying God.“ The old 
Knights of Champagne cried “ Passavant, 
passavant li meiallor’’—‘*‘ Let the bravest 
advance against us; those of Salvaing. A 
Salvaing le plus gorgios.’’ The word gor- 
glos, trom which comes our word 
gorgeous, originally meant brave, as well 
as splendidly armed, or magnificnetly at- 
tired. In the majority of battles fought in 
feudal times each side had its distinctive 
cry. At the battle of Hastings, as the Nor- 
man soldiers rushed against the palisade, 
behind which stood the Saxons, ax in hand, 
they cried in Norman French, 
us,” while the Saxons, wielding their axes 
with deadly effect, shouted, “‘ Out! out! Holy 
Cross and God Almighty!” 

During the Hundred Years War battle 
criés were used on most fields. At Crecy, 
the cry of the English soldiers, led forward 
by the Black Prince, was God and St. 
George,“ and from the ranks of the French 
cavalry, at the head of which rode Count 
d' Alencon, were raised the repeated cries of 
“St. Denis, St. Denis.“ Similar to these 
war cries were those used on the 'fleid of 
Poictiers. With a cry of “ St. George for 
Guiene,” the young Prince of Wales brought 
his men-at-arms through the open ranks of 
the archers, and fell upon the broken and 
retiring front of the French, whose leaders 
in vain attempted to rally their soldiers with 
the old cry of Mont-Joye, St. Denis.“ The 
war cries used by the respective belligerents 
on the field of Agincourt would seem to have 
been many. One historian gives us the fol- 
lowing account: The veteran, Sir Thomas 
Erpyngham, gave the signal both to the line 
and to the archers to issue from Traine- 
court by throwing up histruncheon. A loud 
cheer burst forth, echoing in the woods, and 
with the shouts ot Mary and St. George,’
